FOREWORD. 



Every work of definite value must have been produced to meet a 
definite need, and " New York State Men " has its reason for exist- 
ence in the fact that it furnishes the means of knowing the well- 
known men whom not to know is to argue oneself unknown.

STEPHEN GROVER CLEVELAND 



Twenty-sixth President of the United States, was 
born in New York City, October 27, 1858. He was 
educated at Harvard, where he was graduated in 1880. 
He has had the honorary degree of LL. D. eight times 
conferred upon him, and was the first President to re- 
ceive that of L. H. D. He was elected to the New York 
State Assembly in 1882, and was re-elected in 1883 and 
1884. He served as a National Civil Service Commis- 
sioner from 1889 to 1895, and as president of the New 
York Police Board from 1895 to 1897. He was ap- 
pointed Assistant Secretary of the Navy by President 
McKinley in 1897 and was made lieutenant-colonel of 
the " Rough Riders " at the outbreak of the Spanish- 
American War, and during the war was promoted 
to colonel. In 1898 he was elected Governor of New 
York and served until December 31, 1900. Elected 
Vice-President of the United States in 1900, he suc- 
ceeded to the presidency upon the death of President 
McKinley, September 14, 1901. In 1904 he was elected 
President by the largest popular vote ever given. Mr. 
Roosevelt is the author of several historical works, and 
of books on western life and hunting. In 1883 he mar- 
ried Miss Alice Lee of Boston. The President's second 
wife was Miss Edith Kermit Carow. There are six 
children : Mrs. Alice Roosevelt Longworth, Theodore, 
Archibald Bulloch, Kermit, Ethel Carow and Quentin 
Roosevelt. Colonel Roosevelt's home is at Oyster 
Bay, N. Y. 



Twenty-second and twenty-fourth President of the 
United States, was born at Caldwell, N. J., March 18, 
1837. He received an academic education at Fayette- 
ville, N. Y. In 1897 Princeton conferred upon him the 
degree of LL. D. Mr. Cleveland started in life as a 
clerk in a law office in Buffalo, in 1855, and was ad- 
mitted to the bar in 1859. He was appointed assistant 
district attorney of Erie County in 1863, serving until 
1866. In 1870 he was elected sheriff of Erie County and 
served until 1873. I" J 88i he was elected Mayor of 
Buffalo and in 1882 Governor of the State of New 
York. In 1884 Mr. Cleveland was elected President of 
the United States, defeating James G. Blaine, of Maine. 
He was a candidate for re-election to the presidency in 
1888, but was defeated by Benjamin Harrison of In- 
diana. His third candidacy for the presidency, in 1892, 
resulted in his election. After his retirement he oc- 
casionally lectured on public affairs at Princeton Uni- 
versity, of which he was a member of the Board of 
Trustees. Mr. Cleveland was prominently mentioned 
for the presidential nomination of 1904, but declined. 
Upon the reorganization of the Equitable Life Assur- 
ance Society, after the insurance investigation, he was 
appointed a trustee of the majority stock of the society. 
He married Miss Frances Folsom, daughter of a former 
law partner, in the White House, on June 2, 1886. 
President Cleveland died June 24, 1908. 



RUFUS WILLIAM PECKHAM 

Former Associate Justice of the United States Su- 
preme Court, was born at Albany, N. Y., November 8, 
1838, a son of the late Judge Rufus W. Peckham of the 
New York State Court of Appeals. He received his 
education at the Albany Academy, after which he 
studied law and was admitted to the bar in December, 
1859. In 1868 he was elected district attorney of Albany 
County, and for a number of years after 1870 was cor- 
poration counsel of the city of Albany. He was a jus- 
tice of the New York State Supreme Court from 1883 
to 1886, and Associate Judge of the Court of Appeals 
from 1886 to 1895. At the time of his elevation to the 
Supreme Court bench he was a member of the firm of 
Peckham, Rosendale & Hessberg. In 1895 he was ap- 
pointed by President Cleveland an Associate Justice of 
the United States Supreme Court. Judge Peckham was 
a prominent figure in the Democratic politics of New 
York State during the Tilden regime, and, with the 
late Daniel Manning, was a leader of the Tilden forces 
in the National conventions of 1876 and 1880. He was 
a governor of the Albany Hospital, a director of the 
Mechanics and Farmers Bank of Albany and a trustee 
of the Mechanics and Farmers Savings Bank. In 1866 
he married Miss Arnold of New York. Judge Peck- 
ham died October 24, 1909. 



JOSEPH HODGES CHOATE 

Lawyer, author, orator and former United States 
Ambassador to England, was born at Salem, Mass., Jan- 
uary 24, 1832, and was graduated from Harvard in 1852, 
and Harvard Law School in 1854. He received the 
degree of LL. D. from Amherst, Harvard, Cambridge, 
Edinburgh, Yale and St. Andrew, Glasgow and Wil- 
liams, and that of D. C. L. from Oxford. He was ad- 
mitted to the bar in Massachusetts in 1855, and removed 
to New York and was admitted there in 1856. He 
secured the reinstatement of General Fitzjohn Porter 
to his army rank, and was one of the Committee of 
Seventy which broke up the Tweed ring. He is presi- 
dent of the New York State Bar Association and has 
been president of the Union League and the Harvard 
Clubs, New England Society of New York, New York 
City and State and American Bar Associations, and of 
the Harvard Law School Association. He has been a 
trustee of the Metropolitan Museum of Art and of the 
American Museum of Natural History since the foun- 
dation of each, and a governor of the New York Hos- 
pital since 1877. He was president of the New York 
State Constitutional Convention in 1894. I n January, 
1899, he was appointed United States ambassador to 
England and served until May, 1905. He was elected 
a Bencher of the Inner Temple, England, April 10, 1905. 
Mr. Choate was married October 16, 1861, to Caroline 
Dutcher Sterling. His business address is 52 Wall

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THOMAS COLLIER PLATT 



LEVI PARSONS MORTON 



Late United States Senator from New York and 
leader of the Republican party of his State for years, 
was born at Owego, Tioga County, X. Y.. July 15, 1833. 
He completed a course at the Owego Academy and en- 
tered Yale with the class of 1853, but was obliged to dis- 
continue because of ill health. In 1876 Yale conferred 
upon him the degree of Master of Arts. Senator Piatt 
was for several years interested in Michigan lumbering. 
Upon the organization of the Tioga Xational Bank he 
became its president. He was clerk of Tioga County 
from 1859 to 1861 ; member of Congress from 1873 to 
1877; United States Senator, 1881, resigning the same 
year with Roscoe Conkling. He was again elected 
Senator in 1897 and re-elected in 1903. He was presi- 
dent of the Board of Quarantine Commissioners, Xew 
York, from 1880 to 1888; became a director and secre- 
tary of the United States Express Company in 1879, 
and was its president from 1880 until his death. At 
one time he was president of the Southern Central, and 
Addison and Xorthern Pennsylvania railroads. He 
married Helen Barstow, who died in 1901. His second 
wife, Mrs. Lillian Thompson Janeway. he married Octo- 
ber ir, 1903. Three sons. Edward T., Frank H. and 
Henry B. are children of his first wife. Senator Piatt 
died March 6, 1910. 



Former Vice-President of the United States and 
former Governor of the State of Xew York, was born 
at Shoreham. Vt.. May 16, 1824, and is a descendant of 
the Pilgrim Fathers. His education was received in 
the public schools and at the academy at Shoreham. 
He received the honorary degree of LL. D. from Dart- 
mouth College in 1891, and from Middlebury College in 
1893. He has been an important factor in the financial 
activity of the United States for more than two gen- 
erations, and is the head of the Morton Trust Company 
of Xew York, which has a London branch. He was a 
member of Congress from Xew York from 1879 to 1881, 
when he was appointed United States Minister to 
France, serving until 1885. He was elected Vice-Presi- 
dent of the United States on the ticket with President 
Harrison in 1888 and served until 1893. In 1895 he was 
the Republican candidate for Governor of New York, 
defeating David B. Hill, the Democratic candidate. 
Mr. Morton's first wife, who was Miss Lucy Kimball, 
died in 187 1. His second wife, Miss Anna Livingston 
Street, he married in 1873. He has five daughters. 
His country seat is at Rhinecliff-on-the-Hudson and 
his city home at 681 Fifth Avenue, Xew York City. 



HENRY CODMAN POTTER 

Late Protestant Episcopal Bishop of Xew York, 
was a son of Bishop Alonzo P. Potter, and was born 
at Schenectady, X. Y., May 25, 1834. He attended the 
Episcopal Academy at Philadelphia, the Theological 
Seminary of Virginia, was ordained to the diaconate in 
1857 and to the priesthood in 1858. He received the 
degree of A. M. from Union College, Xew York, in 
1S63, and that of D. D. in 1865. He was made an LL. D. 
by the same institution in 1878, and by Yale in 1901. 
The degree of D. D. was also conferred upon him by 
Harvard, Trinity, Oxford and Cambridge. Bishop 
Potter was rector of Christ's Church, Greenburgh. Pa., 
in 1857 and 1858, and of St. John's Church, Troy, from 
1859 to 1866. He was assistant at Trinity Church, 
Boston, and rector of Grace Church. Xew York ; secre- 
tary of the House of Bishops from 1863 to 1883, and 
became coadjutor to his uncle, Horatio Potter, Bishop 
of Xew Y'ork, in 1883, finally succeeding his relative in 
that position. Bishop Potter was the author of a large 
number of religious and historical works. He was par- 
ticularly active in national movements to promote a bet- 
ter understanding between employers and employed. 
On October 4, 1902, he married his second wife, Mrs. 
Alfred Corning Chrk, at Cooperstown. Bishop Potter 
died July 21, 1908. 



DAVID BENNETT HILL 

Former United States Senator and former Governor 
of the State of Xew York, was born at Havana, N. Y. f 
August 29, 1843. He was educated in the common 
schools and at the academy at Havana. He was then 
for a time clerk in a law office at Havana, and in 1862 
removed to Elmira, where he took up the study of law. 
In 1864 he was admitted to the bar, and in the same 
year was appointed city attorney of Elmira. In 1871 
and 1872 he reoresented Chemung County in the Xew 
York State Assembly. He was elected mayor of Elmira 
in 1882, and at the fall election of the same year was 
elected Lieutenant-Governor of the State. On January 
6, 1885, he became Governor, succeeding Grover Cleve- 
land, who resigned to become President of the United 
States. He was elected Governor of Xew York in 
Xovember, 1885, and was re-elected in 1888. In 1891 
he was chosen by the Legislature to represent the State 
of Xew York in the United States Senate, and served 
until 1897. Mr. Hill was a prominent candidate for the 
presidential nomination in the Democratic Xational 
Convention of 1892. For several years he has con- 
ducted an extensive law practice, with offices at 452 
Broadway. Albany. Mr. Hill's home is at " Wolfert's 
Roost," Albany. 
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JOHN' VAX YOORHIS 



ROSWELL PETTI BONE FLOWER 



Lawyer, and three times United States Congress- 
man, was born in Decatur. Otsego County. N. Y., 
October 22, 1826. son of John Van Voorhis. farmer 
and Methodist clergyman. He was educated at East 
Mendon Academy, and Genesee Wesleyan Academy. 
He studied law at Rochester, and in December, 1851, 
was admitted to the bar. He was actively engaged in 
the practice of the law for a period of lifty-four years, 
standing among the leaders of the profession. For 
thirty-five years lie was associated with his brother, 
Quincy. under the firm name of J. & Q. Van Voorhis. 
Later he formed a partnership with his sons, Eugene 
and Charles, under the firm name of John Van Voorhis 
& Sons, which continued to his death. Mr. Van 
Voorhis served as a member of the Rochester Board 
of Education and as City Attorney. He was appointed 
Collector of internal Revenue by President Lincoln 
and served as a delegate to the National Republican 
Convention of 1864. While in Congress he secured the 
United States Court House tor Rochester, and took a 
prominent part in matti-rs of legislation, serving on the 
Committee of Foreign Affairs. He was also an earnest 
champion of the New York Indians. On January 21, 
1858, he married Frances Aristine Galusha. Their 
living children are: Eugene, Charles, Norman, Louise, 
(Mrs. Robert MacCameron) and Marguerite. Mr. 
Van Voorhis died October 20, 1905. 



Governor of New York (1892-1894), was born at 
Theresa, Jefferson County, N. Y., August 8, 1835, son 
of Nathan Monroe and Mary Ann (Boyle) Flower 
For many years subsequent to 1871 he was in the 
banking business in New York City, after 1875 being 
head of the firm of Roswell P. Flower & Co. He 
was prominent in the movement leading to the nom- 
ination of Samuel J. Tilden for President in 1876; 
was elected to Congress in 1878; declined renomination 
for Congress in 1883, and nomination for Lieutenant- 
Governor in 1885; elected to Congress, delegate-at- 
large to Democratic National Convention, and chair- 
man New York State delegation, 1888; re-elected to 
Congress in 1890 and prominently mentioned for Presi- 
dent in 1892. He was elected Governor of the State 
in November, 1891, by a majority of nearly fifty thou- 
sand, and served during 1892, 1893 and 1894. Gov- 
ernor Flower was an officer in many banks, trust com- 
panies, industrial corporations, etc. He built the 
Flower Surgical Hospital, and with Mrs. Flower, the 
St. Thomas Parish House, New York City. As a 
memorial to his parents he built the Presbyterian 
Church at Theresa. With his brother, Anson R. 
Flower, he built Trinity Church, Watertown. In 1859 
he married Sarah M., daughter of Morris M. Wood- 
ruff, of Watertown. Of three children one survives. 
Emma Gertrude, wife of John B. Taylor. Watertown. 
Governor Flower died at Eastport, L. I., May 12, 1899. 



WHITELAW REID 

Editor and diplomat, was born near Xenia, Ohio, 
October 27, 1837. He was graduated from the Miami 
University in 1855, became the editor of the Xenia 
" News " and two years later became widely known 
through his letters to the Cincinnati " Gazette." He 
took part in the Civil War as a volunteer aide-de-camp 
to General Morris and later to General Rosecrans; 
served as war correspondent; was present at the 
battles of Shiloh and Gettysburg; and was for some 
years a Washington correspondent. In 1868 he be- 
came connected with the New York " Tribune." and 
was soon made its managing editor. On Mr. Grcely's 
death in 1873 he became editor-in-chief and principal 
owner of the " Tribune." He was American Minister 
to France from 1889 to 1892; Republican candidate for 
Vice-President in 1892; Special Ambassador of the 
United States to Queen Victoria's jubilee in 1897; 
member Peace Commission to negotiate treaty with 
Spain in 1898; Special Ambassador to the coronation 
of Edward VII in 1002. He has been Chancellor of 
the University of the State of New York since 1004, 
and Ambassador Extraordinary and Minister Pleni- 
potentiary to the Court of St. James since 1905. He 
lias been the recipient of many honorary degrees, in- 
cluding that of LL. D. conferred upon him by Miami, 
Princeton, Yale, Cambridge, St. Andrews and Man- 
chester; and D. C. L. by Oxford. He married Eliza- 
beth Mills April 26, 1881. Address, American Em- 
bassy, London, and 451 Madison Avenue New York 
City. 



CELORA E. MARTIN 

Associate Judge of the Court of Appeals 
(deceased), was born at Newport, Herkimer County. 
N. Y., August 23, 1834, son of Ellis and Lucretia 
(Brayton) Martin. His early life was spent on his 
father's farm, and his education secured in the Newport 
district school, and academies at Fairfield and Holland 
Patent. He read law in the office of John C. Harris 
at Newport, was admitted to the bar in 1856, and there- 
after for eleven years practiced at Whitney Point. 
From 1868 to 1877 he was associated with United 
States Solicitor General O. W. Chapman in the prac- 
tice of law at Binghamton. In the latter year he was 
appointed by Governor Robinson to succeed George 
Balcolm of the Circuit Court, Sixth Judicial District. 
In November of the same year he was nominated by 
both parties and unanimously elected, and in 1891 he 
was re-elected under similar conditions. He was twice 
designated a member of the General Term. In 1895 
he was elected an Associate Judge of the Court of 
Appeals, retiring from the bench on reaching the age 
limit in 1904. Judge Martin was a member of the State 
Board of Law Examiners, the State Bar Association 
and the Binghamton Club. He was a Presidential 
Elector in 1908. On September 23, 1857, he married 
Almanza Barney, who died in 1898. On September 4, 
1901, he married Ada L., daughter of Myron H. Mills. 
Judge Martin died September 10 1909.

PARDON CLARENCE WILLIAMS 



Financier, was born at Newark Valley, Tioga 
County, N. Y.. October 25, 1834. When about twenty 
years of age, he became a traveling salesman for De- 
Land & Co., manufacturers of saleratus, at Fairport, 
and of this firm he shortly after became a member. 
In 1876 he founded the city of DeLand, Florida, one 
of the most thriving and prosperous cities in the State 
and DeLand, now Stetson, University. The severe 
frost and cold which swept over Florida in 1894 and 
1895 rendered Mr. DeLand worse than penniless. He re- 
turned to Fairport to take up the manufacturing business 
again; and was instrumental in organizing the Monroe 
County Chemical Co.. which deals in saleratus. starch 
and baking powder. Mr. DeLand represented the town of 
Perinton on the Monroe County Board of Supervisors, 
and for two years he was chairman of the board. He 
was a member of the Fairport Baptist Church and 
superintendent of its Sunday School. He was at one 
time president of the State Inter-Denominational Sun- 
day School Association and a director of the State 
Baptist Missionarv Society. At the time of his death 
he was trustee of the Rochester Theological Seminary, 
and of Stetson University at DeLand, Florida. In i860 
he married Mary M. Millard, who died in 1862. In 
1864 he mnrried Sarah E. Parce. Of their children, 
but one, Helen DeLand, survives. Their son, Harlan 
P., died in 1903, aged 37 years. Mr. DeLand died 
March 13, 1908. 



Justice of the Supreme Court, was born in Ellis- 
burg, Jefferson County, N. Y., July 12, 1842, son of 
William and Eunice (Plummer) Williams; and was 
educated at Belleville Academy, Clinton Liberal Insti- 
tute, and St. Lawrence University. Alfred University 
in iqo8 conferred upon him the degree of LL. D. He 
studied law with Hammond & Bigelow, at Watertown; 
and was admitted to the bar in October, 1863, when he 
became a member of the firm of Hammond & Williams, 
subsequently Hammond, Winslow & Williams. When 
this firm was dissolved in 1868, he became District 
Attorney of Jefferson County, serving until 1874, when 
he formed a partnership with John C. McCartin, which 
continued until Mr. Williams' election to the Supreme 
Court in 1884. For twelve years Judge Williams served 
as a trial justice; and when the Appellate Division was 
organized, he was designated by Governor Morton as 
one of the Justices of the First Department, and served 
as such until the end of his term in 1897, when he was 
re-elected. In 1900 Governor Roosevelt designated 
him to the Appellate Division, Fourth Department, to 
which he was redesignated by Governor Hughes in Jan- 
uary, 1910. Judge Williams was appointed by Governor 
Flower to preside at a Special Oyer and Terminer to 
try the Troy Election murder cases. On September 9, 
1868, he married Sarah Hewett. They have one son 
and two daughters Robert P. Williams, Edith (Mrs. 
John C. Stebbins), and Marguerite (Mrs. Anson F. 
Robinson). Judge Williams resides at 167 Ten Eyck 
Street, Watertown, N. Y. 



WILLIAM JAMES MILNE 

Educator, since 1889 president of the State Normal 
College at Albany, was born in Scotland in 1843, the 
son of Charles and Jean (Black) Milne. He entered 
the University of Rochester and was graduated there r 
from in 1868, receiving from that institution the degree 
of A. M. in 1871 and Ph. D. in 1877. In 1878 DePauw 
University conferred upon him the degree of LL. D. 
Dr. Milne was professor in the State Normal School 
at Brockport, N. Y., from 1867 to 1871, and principal 
of the State Normal School at Geneseo from 1871 to 
1889. It was in the latter year that he removed to 
Albany and became the president of the State Normal 
College in the Capital City, which position he now 
holds. Some of the most successful business and pro- 
fessional men of the Empire State have had Dr. Milne 
as their professor. He is the author of a series of 
twenty-five volumes of mathematical text-books, the 
first of which was issued in 1876, and which are con- 
sidered standard works on mathematics. He has fre- 
quently contributed to educational journals, principally 
on subjects of interest to educators, and his articles 
have been widely read and commented upon. In 1871 
Dr. Milne married Miss Eliza J. Gates, of Warsaw.

DAVID OTIS MEARS 

Clergyman, born in Essex, Mass., February 22, 1842, 
received his preparatory education at Phillips Academy, 
Andover, and was graduated from Amherst College in 
1865. He made a full theolog'cal course at Boston, and 
was ordained to the ministry in 1867. He was pastor of 
the North Avenue Church, Cambridge, Mass., from 1867 
to 1877, when he took charge of the Piedmont Congrega- 
tional Church at Worcester, Mass., remaining there 
until 1893. From 1893 until 1895 he was pastor of the 
Calvary Presbyterian Church at Cleveland, O., and in 
the latter year he accepted a call to the Fourth Presby- 
terian Church, Albany. On December 12, 1909, by a 
rising vote of the congregation, Dr. Mears was made 
Pastor Emeritus of the Fourth Presbyterian Church 
of Albany, having ably performed the duties of 
pastor up to that time. Amherst conferred upon 
him the degree of A. M. in 1868, and Iowa College 
gave him the degree of D. D. in 1882. He was asso- 
ciate editor of the Golden Rule, now Christian En- 
deavor World, from 1879 to 1880. He is the author 
of several works on religious subjects and is a fre- 
quent contributor to periodicals. Dr. Mears married 
Miss Fannie J. Bentley at Amherst, Mass., September 
11, 1867. His second wife, Miss Mary C Grinnell, he 
married at Grinnell, la., September 6, 1882. Address, 
53 Ten Broeck street.

Protestant Episcopal Bishop of Albany, was born in 
Boston, Mass., March 2. 1832. He was graduated from 
Burlington, N. J., College in 1850, and was ordained 
deacon March 6, 1853, and priest March 6, 1856. He 
was rector of churches at Burlington, N. J., and Hart- 
ford, Conn., and in 1867 became rector of St. Peter's 
Church, Albany. He was consecrated Bishop of Albany 
February 2, 1869. He was elected Regent and in 1902 
Chancellor of the University of the State of New York. 
Bishop Doane is the son of George Washington Doanc, 
Protestant Episcopal Bishop of New Jersey, and a 
brother of Rt. Rev. Mgr. Doane, of the Roman Catholic 
diocese of Newark. N. J. The degrees of A. M. and 
LL. D. were conferred upon him by Union and 
Cambridge, Eng., and D. D. by Columbia, Hobart 
and Trinity, Conn., Oxford, Eng., and Dublin Uni- 
versity, Ireland.

In 1875 he became junior 
partner in the banking house of Kuhn. Loeb & Com- 
pany, of which, in 1885, he became the head.

CHARLES SPENCER FRANCIS 

Ex-Ambassador to Austria-Hungary, was born in 
Troy, June 17, 1853, and was graduated from Cornell 
University in 1877. The single scull champion oars- 
man while in college, he won the intercollegiate single 
scull championship at Saratoga in 1876, making the 
world's record — which still stands — of two miles in 
thirteen minutes and forty-two and three-fourths sec- 
onds. In 1871-72-73 he was secretary to his father, 
John M. Francis, while the latter was United States 
Minister to Greece, and in 1897, on tnc death of his 
father, succeeded him as sole proprietor and editor of 
The Troy Times, on which he had been a printer, 
reporter, city editor and business manager. In 1900 
he was appointed Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary to Greece, Roumania and Servia, but 
resigned after two years to attend to his Troy business 
interests. In igo6 he was appointed Ambassador to 
Austria-Hungary, resigning on the expiration of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's term of office, and being succeeded in 
1910 by Hon. Richard C Kerens. Mr. Francis was on 
the staffs of Gov. A. B. Cornell and of Major-Gen. 
J. B. Carr, N. Y. N. G., for ten years. He was twice 
elected alumni trustee of Cornell, is vice-president of 
the American Scenic and Historic Preservation Society, 
and has been Regent of the University of the State of 
New York.

THOMAS H. DUNN 



Banker and State Senator, was born at Oswego, 
N. Y., June 20, 1831, son of James Sloan, stationer 
and bookseller. He received a common school educa- 
tion, and after being employed as a clerk in a dry 
goods store, he was engaged in the milling business 
for a time, and then entered the grain and commission 
business as a member of the firm of Irwin & Sloan, 
Theodore Irwin being the other member of the firm. 
For over fifty years these two were associated in busi- 
ness and in advancing the interests of Oswego. Mr. 
Sloan purchased a bank, which was later reorganized 
as the Second National Bank of Oswego. He became 
its first president, serving until his death.

Sloan was an Alderman, 1860-1861; Member of As- 
sembly, 1874, 1876, 1877 and 1879; and Speaker of 
the Assembly in 1877. He was elected to the State 
Senate in 1886 and served three terms. He was Presi- 
dential Elector in 1884 and 1892, delegate to the Na- 
tional Republican Convention in 1888, and Commis- 
sioner to the World's Columbian Exposition at 
Chicago in 1892. Senator Sloan was for years presi- 
dent of the Oswego Board of Trade, a trustee of the 
State Normal and Training School at Oswego, and 
was an incorporator of the Home for the Homeless. 
He was a warden of Christ Episcopal Church. He 
married Alvira Crane, daughter of Albert Crane, 
September 2, 1856. Senator Sloan died July 10, 1904. 



State Treasurer, former State Senator, and busi- 
ness man, was born at Providence, R. I., son of Samuel 
and Harriet N. (Skinner) Dunn; and was educated in 
the public schools and at De Graff Collegiate Institute, 
Rochester. Mr. Dunn was elected to the State Senate 
in 1906, and was chairman of the New York State Com- 
mission to the Jamestown Ter-Ccntennial Exposition 
in 1907.

HENRY COLVIN BREWSTER 



Starch manufacturer, was born at Headcorn in 
Kent, England, April 4, 1828, son of Thomas Kings- 
ford. He was educated in the public schools and 
academy at Harsimus, Bergen County, N. J. He 
became an expert machinist and draughtsman; and in 
1846 became a partner with his father under the name 
of Thomas Kingsford & Son, manufacturing starch 
from Indian corn. In 1848 the business was removed 
to Oswego, N. Y., where it grew so rapidly that, 
on the death of his father in 1869, Thomson Kingsford 
found himself at the head of one of the largest manu- 
facturing establishments in the country. Mr. Kings- 
ford was president of the Oswego Starch Factory, and 
chairman of its executive committee. He was a pro- 
moter of the Oswego Water Works Company, a 
director of the Oswego Gas Light Company, a trustee 
and incorporator of the Home for the Homeless, a 
trustee of Colgate University and of Wells College, 
was a director and president of the National Marine 
Bank and a founder of the First National Bank. In 
1879 he was a delegate to the Republican State Con- 
vention that nominated Governor Cornell; and in 1881 
to the one that placed in nomination the name of 
Charles G. Folger. On July 1, 1851, he married 
Virginia J., daughter of Augustus Pettibone, of Os- 
wego. His only children are Thomas Pettibone Kings- 
ford and Virginia M.. wife of Hon. John D. Higgins. 
Mr. Kingsford died September 7, 1900. 



President of the Traders National Bank of Roches- 
ter and former Member of Congress, was born at 
Rochester, N. Y., September 7, 1845, son of Simon L.

CHARLES ANDREWS 

Lawyer and former Chief Judge of the Court of 
Appeals, was born at Whitestown, N. Y., May 27, 
1827, son of George and Polly (Walker) Andrews. He 
was educated at the Oneida Conference Seminary at 
Cazenovia, studied law and was admitted to the bar 
in January, 1849. He was District Attorney of Onon- 
daga County from 1853 to 1856, and was Mayor of 
Syracuse in 1861, 1862 and 1868. In 1867 he was an 
alternate delegate at large to the New York State Con- 
stitutional Convention. In May, 1870, he was elected 
an Associate Judge of the Court of Appeals and was 
appointed Chief Judge by Governor Cornell in 1881 to 
fill the vacancy caused by Chief Judge Folger becom- 
ing Secretary of the Treasury. He was re-elected an 
Associate Judge of the Court of Appeals in 1884, and 
was elected Chief Judge in 1893, having been nominated 
by both political parties on each occasion. He was re- 
tired by the constitutional age limit December 31, 1897. 
In 1871 Judge Andrews took a deep interest in the 
establishing of the college at Syracuse, now known as 
Syracuse University. Hamilton, Columbia and Yale 
Universities have conferred upon Judge Andrews the 
degree of LL. D. On May 17, 1855, he married Marcia 
A., daughter of Supreme Court Justice William H 
Shankland, of Syracuse. They have two sons : Hon. 
William Shankland Andrews, Justice of the Supreme 
Court; and Charles Walker Andrews, lawyer, of Syra- 
cuse.

JOHN RAINES 

Lawyer and former State Senator, was born at 
Canandaigua, N. Y., May 6, 1840. He attended the 
public schools and was graduated from the Albany Law 
School in 1861. Upon his graduation he was admitted 
to the bar and commenced the practice of law at Geneva, 
but in the fall of the same year raised a company of 
volunteers and was commissioned captain of Company 
G, Eighty-fifth Regiment, N. Y. V. He served in the 
Army of the Potomac and in North Carolina until July, 
1863, when he returned to Geneva and resumed the prac- 
tice of law. In 1867 he removed to Canandaigua and 
opened a law oflke and insurance agency which he con- 
tinued until his death. Senator Raines was for a num- 
ber of years president of the Canandaigua Board of 
Education. He was a member of the State Assembly 
in 1881-82, and again in 1885. and was a member of the 
State Senate from 1886 to 1889, when he was elected to 
Congress, serving until 1893. He was again elected to 
the State Senate in 1895. continuing until his death. 
Among his chief legislative achievements have been the 
passage of the State Election Law and the Liquor Tax 
Law, known as the " Raines Law." Senator Raines was 
for several years president pro tern of the Senate and 
its Republican leader. On September 18, 1862, he mar- 
ried Miss Kate A. Wheeler. Senator Raines died 
December 16, 1909.

WILLIAM PLATT RUDD 



Journalist was born at Fultonville, N. Y., Novem- 
ber 7, 1848. He attended the district school, the Albany- 
Business College, the Johnstown Academy, and pre- 
pared for college at Professor Lewis Collins' private 
school at Albany. In 1872 he was graduated from Union 
College with the degree of A. B., receiving the Master's 
degree from the same institution in 1875. After a 
year in the office of John H. Starin at New York, Mr.

STATE CAPITOL. 



The Eastern or Main approach to the Capitol provides an entrance 
to both the first and second stories, by an arcade to the first story 
and by a portico over the arcade to the second story. It extends 
out from the eastern facade a distance of 166 feet 7 inches. The first 
section is in feet broad, the first run of sixteen curved steps 
being 100 feet 7 inches broad and landing on a curved platform. 
Sixteen additional straight steps lead to a platform on a level with 
the terraces and the porte-cochere shown in the foreground. The 
archway through which the roadway passes is twenty-four feet 
in width and measures fifty-seven feet along the roadw r ay. It is 
divided into three bays with groined ceiling supported on piers with 
columns in the angles. From the platform and terraces are two 
runs of steps leading to the second story, the first containing twenty- 
two curved steps, which are fifty-nine feet six inches wide at the 
bottom, and fifty-two feet two inches wide at the top. A second run 
of twenty-four straight steps leads to a great platform measuring 
fourteen by fifty-seven feet. All the material is finely wrought 
granite.

CUTHBERT WINFRED POUND 

Justice of the Supreme Court, was born at Lock- 
port, N. Y., June 20, 1864, son of Alexander and Almina 
(Whipple) Pound. He was graduated from the Lock- 
port Union School in 1883, studied history and political 
science at Cornell University, read law with Hon. John 
E. Pound at Lockport, and was admitted to the bar in 
1886. He practiced law as a member of the firm of 
John E. & Cuthbert W. Pound from 1887 until 1895. 
when he became a professor of law at Cornell Univer- 
sity (1895- 1904). In 1904 he resumed practice at Lock- 
port.

MAYNARD N. CLEMENT 

State Commissioner of Excise, was born at Bristol, 
Ontario County, N. Y., October 12, 1856, of French 
Huguenot descent.

He studied law at 
Canandaigua, N. Y., was admitted to the bar in 1880 
and opened an office the same year at Canandaigua, 
where he continued to practice until 1896.

Protestant Episcopal Bishop of Central New York, 
was born at Cohoes, N. Y., April 28, 1842, son of 
Charles A. and Ardelia (Wilkinson) Olmsted.

PLINY TITUS SEXTON 



Former president of the Globe Woolen Company, 
Utica, was born at Aberdeen, Scotland, May 25, 1825, 
son of Robert and Marjory (Burnett) Middleton. The 
family came to America in 1839, and settled at Middle 
Granville, N. Y., where the younger Robert attended 
school. In 1843 he entered the employ of the Lowell 
Carpet Company, Lowell, Mass., and in 1849 became 
assistant superintendent for the Merrimac Woolen 
Company. On May 10, 1857, he became the agent and 
superintendent of the Utica Woolen Mills, the name 
of which was changed in 1859 to the Globe Woolen 
Company. Of this company he became the president 
on January 19, 1882, and the stockholders of the con- 
cern attribute the success of the mills largely to Mr. 
Middleton, who for over forty years devoted his great 
executive ability and his best energies to their man- 
agement. He was a member of the National Associa- 
tion of Woolen Manufacturers and of the American 
Protective League. On December 24, 1849, he married 
Lucy Ann Cummings, who died August 26, 1882. Their 
children are: Walter D., former superintendent and 
vice-president of the Globe Woolen Company; Ella, 
wife of Dr. James G. Hunt of Utica; Mary (Mrs.

Institute, Troy, and the State and National Law 
School, at Poughkeepsie, graduating from the latter 
in 1859 with the degree of LL. B. Union University 
in 1893 conferred upon him the honorary degree of 
LL. D. Admitted to the bar of the State in 1861, he 
at once began the practice of his profession at Pal- 
myra. He has been president of the First National 
Bank of Palmyra since 1876. He was president of the 
village from 1879 to 1883, president of its Board of 
Education from 1883 to 1889, and Republican candi- 
date for State Treasurer in 1883.

Clergyman, was born at Roxbury, Mass., February

versity in 1874 and from Newton Theological Institu- 
tion in 1877.

FREDERICK PHISTERER 

Brigadier-General by brevet, was born in Germany 
in 1836, but came early to America. At the age of 
nineteen he enlisted in the Third United States Artil- 
lery, serving in several Indian campaigns in the West 
and being mustered out in i860 with the rank of ser- 
geant. He engaged in business in Ohio, but enlisted in 
the Eighteenth United States Infantry immediately after 
the battle of Bull Run, and was at once appointed 
sergeant-major. He was made second lieutenant and 
battalion adjutant October 30, 1861 ; first lieutenant 
February 27, 1862; regimental adjutant in December, 
1864, and captain in February, 1866. He took part in 
the battles at Stone's River, for gallant action in which 
he was awarded the Congressional Medal of Honor, at 
Missionary Ridge and in the Atlanta campaign, and was 
brevetted captain in 1864 for gallant service at Resaca. 
He served in various U. S. regiments until 1870, when 
he resigned. He then engaged in business in New York, 
but in 1880 was appointed colonel and acting assistant 
adjutant-general of the State of New York. He was 
later appointed assistant adjutant-general, and in 1901 
was acting adjutant-general. He was the author of 
valuable military works, a member of the G. A. R., of 
the Order of Indian Wars, M. O. Loyal Legion and 
Masonic societies.

Physician and surgeon was born at New York City, 
June 8, 1842.

He attended a course of lectures at 
the College of Physicians and Surgeons, New York, 
during 1861 and 1862, and in the second year of the 
Civil War was appointed a medical cadet in the Union

HENRY LOMB 



President of the Bausch & Lamb Optical Com- 
pany, of Rochester, and the founder of the busi- 
ness which is conducted by that concern, was born in 
the town of Suessen, Wurtemberg, Germany, July 25, 
1830, son of George and Anna (Schmidt) Bausch. He 
received his education in his native land, where he also 
learned the trade of making optical instruments, while 
in the employ of his brother, a manufacturer and 
dealer in optical goods. Mr. Bausch came to America 
in 1849, and in 1852 he began the manufacture of opti- 
cal instruments at Rochester. In the following year 
he formed a partnership with Henry Lomb, the busi- 
ness eventually developing into the Bausch & Lomb 
Optical Company, one of the largest concerns of the 
kind in the world, giving employment (1910) to up- 
wards of 1,900 hands, and with branch offices in New 
York City, Boston, Chicago, Washington, San Fran- 
cisco, London and Frankfort. Mr. Bausch invented the 
first adjustable eyeglass, and much of the machinery 
used in the manufacture of lenses. He is president of 
the Mechanics' Savings Bank of Rochester, and is a 
member of the Rochester Club and of the Rochester 
Maennerchor. On October 10, 1852, he married Bar- 
bara Zimmerman. Their living children are Edward, 
William, Caroline (Mrs. Carl Lomb) and Anna J. 
(Mrs. William Drescher). Mr. Bausch resides at 749 
St. Paul Street, Rochester. 



One of the founders of the Bausch & Lomb Opti- 
cal Company, of Rochester, was born at Burghaun, 
Germany, November 24, 1828. In 1849 he came to 
America, locating at Rochester, where in 1853 he be- 
came associated with John J. Bausch in the optical 
business. This eventually developed into one of the 
largest of its kind in the world, and was incorporated 
under the present name of the Bausch & Lomb Optical 
Co., of which he was treasurer. On April 23, 1861, 
Mr. Lomb enlisted in Company C, 13th New York 
Volunteers, advancing successively from first sergeant 
to first lieutenant and captain. He served in the 
Army of the Potomac, and was mustered out of the 
service with his regiment May 13, 1863. Captain Lomb 
was a life member of the American Public Health 
Association and was one of the organizers of the Roch- 
ester Public Health Association and of the German- 
American Society, and was active in the G. A. R. 
For many years he was a manager of the State Indus- 
trial School at Rochester; and was the founder of the 
Mechanics' Institute of Rochester, of which he was 
president from its founding in 1885 to 1891, and a 
member of the board of directors from 1885 to 1908. 
He married Miss Emilie Klein in 1865. Of their two 
sons, Adolph is assistant secretary of the Bausch & 
Lomb Optical Co., and Henry C. is assistant treasurer 
of the same company. Mr. Lomb died June 13, 1908. 



CHARLES HENRY COLTON 

Roman Catholic Bishop of Buffalo, was born in 
New York City, October 15, 1848, a son of Patrick S. 
and Teresa Augusta (Mullin) Colton. He studied for 
a brief while in the public schools of New York City, 
then in St. Francis Xavier College and finally at St. 
Joseph's Seminary, Troy, graduating from the latter 
with priestly ordination June 10, 1876. He was at once 
assigned to duty at St. Stephen's Church, New York 
City, where he remained as assistant to Rev. Dr. Mc- 
Glynn until October 1, 1886, when he was made adminis- 
trator of the parish at Port Chester. After three 
months he was returned to St. Stephen's, which he ad- 
ministered for nine months, and of which, in September, 
1887, he was appointed pastor. He continued in that 
pastorate until August 24, 1903, when he was conse- 
crated Bishop of Buffalo. During the last nine years 
of his service in the city of New York he was for two 
years vice-chancellor, and for the remainder of the time 
chancellor, of the Diocese of New York. Under his 
administration as Bishop of Buffalo many churches and 
schools have been added to the parishes under his care.

In 1877 he was appointed 
United States Marshal by President Grant and was 
reappointed by President Garfield in 1881. He was ap- 
pointed Marshal by President McKinley for the new 
Northern District of New York and was reappointed 
by President Roosevelt. His first wife was Eva Sabine, 
who died in 1875. His present wife was Miss Marianna 
Cook. His only son. William Dugald MacDougall, a 
graduate from the Naval Academy, is a lieutenant- 
commander, U. S. navy, and at present commands the 
gunboat Villalobos on the Asiatic station.

Drygoods merchant, was born at Abernethy, Scot- 
land, November 25, 1849, son of James and Margaret 
(Stuart) Dey.

A 
large percentage of the graduates have pursued a col- 
lege course, and the city has been supplied with fine 
school buildings during Professor Estee's superin- 
tendency. An initial movement of large influence was 
his introduction, in 1891, of graded supplementary lit- 
erature to supplant routine reading; the latest is the 
organization of a promising vocational school, which is 
the first of its kind in America. Professor Estee is an 
elder in the Presbyterian Church, and a member of the 
various State and National educational organizations.

Retired contractor and capitalist, was born at Pom- 
pey, Onondaga County, N. Y., October 10, 1848, son of 
Augustus Caciwell Belden, contractor, and Rozelia 
(Jackson) Belden. He was educated in the public 
schools of Geddes, and at Walnut Hill Academy, Gen- 
eva, graduating in 1866. After leaving school he be- 
came connected with the Onondaga Iron Company, and 
was secretary and treasurer of that company until the 
business was discontinued in 1881. Upon the organiza- 
tion of the Phoenix Iron and Foundry Company he was 
chosen secretary and treasurer, continuing as such until 
1891, when he engaged in general contracting through- 
out the country. He was then engaged in contract 
work for the Rapid Transit Company of Syracuse until 
1904, when he retired from active business.

FREDERICK AUGUSTUS MEAD 

Merchant-banker, was born at Milford, December 
12, 1856. His father was James Northrup Mead, and 
he was born at West vi lie, Otsego County. During the 
early part of his father's life the latter was engaged in 
farming, but later became a dealer in produce. The 
subject of this sketch attended the public schools of 
Laurens, Otsego County, and after leaving school en- 
gaged in farm work until 1878, when he removed to 
Albany. Here he formed a copartnership with his 
brother, under the firm name of J. H. & F. A. Mead, 
and established a business as jobbers in butter, cheese 
and eggs, which has been developed into one of the 
largest of its kind in the State. On February 1, 1904, 
Mr. Mead succeeded Joseph A. Lansing as president of 
the Albany Exchange Savings Bank, and the following 
year was made president of the First National Bank. 
In February, 1910, he was elected a director of the 
Commerce Insurance Company, of Albany.

JOHN JONES LAWRENCE 

Clergyman, was born at Lydbury North. Shropshire, 
England, March 18, 1867. He received his education at 
the Cheney Longville School and Bourne College, Bir- 
mingham. His theological studies were prosecuted 
under the personal guidance of Dr. Joseph Odell, of 
Birmingham, to whom he became an assistant in 1887.

FRANCIS HENRY GATES 



Presiding Judge of the New York State Court of 
Claims, was born at Potsdam, N. Y., June 14, 1850, 
son of Hiram and Lucy A. (Foster) Swift. He was 
educated at the St. Lawrence Academy, Potsdam, and 
at St. Lawrence University, Canton. On June 27, 1871, 
he was graduated from the law department of St. Law- 
rence University with the degree of LL. B., and in 
September of the same year was admitted to the bar 
at Binghamton. He practiced law at Potsdam from 
1871 to 1880, and in New York City from 1880 to 1888. 
In the latter year he returned to Potsdam, continuing 
in active practice there until 1894, when he was elected 
County Judge of St. Lawrence County for a term of 
six years. In 1900 he was re-elected to this office, but 
resigned in 1902 and was appointed an Associate Judge 
of the State Court of Claims by Governor Odell. In 
1904 he was reappointed by Governor Odell, the term 
of office being later extended to ten years. In the fol- 
lowing year Governor Odell designated Judge Swift 
presiding judge of this court. Judge Swift is a non- 
resident member of the Albany Club, is a member of 
the Potsdam Social Club, and of Potsdam Lodge, F.

Farmer, banker and former State Senator, was born 
at Chittenango, Madison County, N. Y., July 30, 1839, 
son of Daniel and Lany (Ehle) Gates, and was edu- 
cated in the district schools and High School at that 
place, the Fort Plain Seminary and Clinton Liberal In- 
stitute. On leaving school he returned to the farm, 
purchased by his grandfather in 1790, and where his 
father was born in 1812.

EDWARD J. HUSSEY 

Cashier of the National Commercial Bank of Al- 
bany, was born at Albany, N. Y., in 1853. He attended 
public School No. 11 and the Albany Academy, from 
which he was graduated in 1869. He entered the em- 
ploy of the National Commercial Bank in a minor posi- 
tion in 1870 and was successively appointed to the 
responsible positions of discount clerk, paying teller and 
assistant cashier.

I-awvcr and banker, was born at Mannsvillc, Jef- 
ferson County, X. Y.. November 4* 1823, son of Daniel 
and Hetty (Mann) Wardwell. He studied law, was 
admitted to the bar in 1847, and engaged in the practice 
of law at Pulaski. He was for three years connected 
with the Hungcrford Bank at Adams, N. Y., and in 
1853 removed to Rome, where, up to 1875, he was 
cashier of the Fort Stanwix Bank. In 1875 he organ- 
ized the Farmers' National Bank, and became its cashier. 
Mr. Wardwell served as cashier of this institution for 
a period of nearly thirty years, and in 1904 was made 
its vice-president and retired from active business life. 
In 1864, with his brother, W. W. Wardwell, he engaged 
in the hardware business, John S. Wardwell being 
made a partner in 1879 under the name of Wardwell 
Bros. & Company. In 1895 the Wardwell Hardware 
Company was incorporated, with Samuel Wardwell as 
vice-president. He was for many years treasurer of 
the Rome Cemetery Association, and was a trustee of 
the Rome Savings Bank. On May 11, 1848, he married 
Mary A. Stillman, who died January 24, 1902.

Manufacturer, was born at Troy. N. Y„ January 
27, 1809, son of Henry and Sally (Merrill) Swartwout, 
and a descendant of Thomas Swartwout. a colonist of 
Xew Nether land in 1651. As many as thirty members 
of the family served with distinction in the Revolu- 
tionary War. Henry Swartwout was for a time en- 
gaged in the grocery and lumber business at Troy and 
West Troy, and for several years was a member of the 
wholesale grocery firm of Hakes. Swartwout & Lape 
and of Loveland & Swartwout. millers and flour mer- 
chants. From 1852 to 1866 he was engaged in the manu- 
facture of shirts, collars and cufts. Mr. Swartwout was 
an earnest Republican. He was a member of the com- 
mittee in charge of the celebration of the centennial of 
the naming of Troy. He was a member of the Second 
Presbyterian Church. On November 7, 1833, he married 
Maria Amelia, daughter of David and Amelia Kettel- 
huyn of New York, and a descendant of Lieutenant 
Daniel Kettelhuyn, who served in the expedition 
against Canada in 1709. Mrs. Swartwout died February 
18. 1898. Their children were : Mrs. Isaac N. P. Phelps, 
who died in New York City May 31, 1907; Mrs. Jerome 
Green, of Utica ; and Major William Merrill Swartwout, 
of Troy, who served in the Army of the Potomac and 
James, was wounded June i, 1864, at Cold Harbor, and 
also at Dutch Gap on the James river. August 13, 1864. 
Henry Swartwout died August 11, 1892. 



HORATIO SEYMOUR 

Lawyer and former Governor, was born in 
Pompey, Onondaga County, N. Y., May 31, 1810. He 
was educated at Oxford Academy, Hobart College 
and the Military Academy at Middletown, Conn., 
studied law with Greene C. Bronson and Samuel 
Beardsley at Utica, and in 1832 was admitted to the 
bar. For seven years thereafter he was private secre- 
tary to Governor Marcy. In 184 1 he was elected by 
the Democrats to represent Oneida County in the 
Assembly, and at once became prominent in that body. 
He was elected Mayor of Utica in 1842, and in the 
following year was again elected to the Assembly of 
which he was subsequently chosen speaker. He 
was elected to the office of Governor of the State in 
1852, was several times renominated, and was again 
elected in 1862. A delegate to and presiding officer of 
the Democratic National Convention of 1868, he was the 
unanimous choice of the convention as its candidate 
for President. He was Commissioner of State Fish- 
eries in 1868, a member of the State Survey in 1876 
and its president in 1878, was for many years presi- 
dent of the National Dairymen's Association and of 
the American Prison Association, and was president 
of the Oneida County Historical Society from its 
organization until his death. On May 31, 1835, he 
married Mary, youngest daughter of John Rutger 
Bleecker, of Albany. Governor Seymour died Febru- 
ary 12, 1886. 



THFX3DORE SAXTON FAXTON 

Business man, was born at Conway, Mass., January 
10, 1794. He settled at Utica in 1812 and became an 
expert four-in-hand driver. In 1817 he was placed in 
charge of the stage business of Jason Parker, and in 
1822 became a member of the firm of Jason Parker 
& Company. W T ith others he ran a line of packet boats 
on the Erie Canal, and was one of the organizers of 
the first American line of steamers on the St. Lawrence 
and Lake Ontario. He was one of the organizers, and 
was for many years president, of the Utica & Black 
River R. R., the Second National Bank of Utica and 
of the Utica Steam Cotton Mills. He was one of the 
commissioners to complete the Utica State Hospital in 
1843, was a member of the Utica Water Works Com- 
pany, and was for many years president of the Globe 
Woolen Mills. In 1845 he founded a company to build 
a line of telegraph between New York and Buffalo, 
and for seven years was president and superintendent 
of this company. He was a trustee of the village of 
Utica in 183 1, Alderman of the city of Utica in 1836, 
and Mayor of the city in 1864. He was the founder 
of the Old Ladies' Home, of Faxton Hospital and 
Faxton Hall, the latter being an institution for the 
education of the children of factory operatives, and of 
Faxton Lodge, No. 697, F. & A. M. On August 21, 
1828, he married Irene Miller Alverson. Mr. Faxton 
died November 30, 188 1.

GEORGE BOWEN 



Retired manufacturer, was born in County Carlo w, 
Ireland. September 30, 1834, son of Robert and Eleanor 
(Langford) Keating. When twenty years of age be 
came to America, and soon after entered the employ 
of Jewett & Root, stove manufacturers, at Buffalo, lie 
remained with this concern for eleven years, ultimately 
reaching the position of cashier and buyer for the house. 
In 1866, with Henry C. Jewett as a partner, he engaged 
in the tannery business, and this firm conducted tan- 
neries at Olcan, X. V., and Port Allegany, Pa. The 
business w r as disposed of in 1892 to the leather trust. 
Mr. Keating is vice-president and a trustee of the Buf- 
falo Savings Bank, a director of the Third National 
Bank of Buffalo, secretary of the Standard Savings and 
Loan Association, and a trustee of the Buffalo Orphan 
Asylum and of the Buffalo General Hospital. He is a 
life member of the Fine Arts Academy, a member of 
the Buffalo Historical Society and of the local Young 
Men's Christian Association. He has for over thirty- 
eight years been a member of the board of trustees of 
the Delaware Avenue Methodist Church, and is now 
president of the board. In 1858 he married Caroline W.

Lawyer and former State Senator, was born in 
Shelby, Orleans County.

He at- 
tended Millville Academy, was graduated from Oak- 
field Collegiate Institute in 184Q, taught school for two 
years, and thereafter studied law with General John H. 
Martindale and with Wakcman and Bryan, at Batavia. 
Upon his admission to the bar December 6, 1852, he 
began the practice of law at Batavia. For fifty-seven 
years he has practiced law at Batavia. and during that 
time one hundred and fifty cases in which he was 
counsel have been reported in the law reports of the 
State. In his early life he served as Village Clerk, 
Town Clerk and Corporation Counsel of Batavia, and 
as District Attorney of Genesee County. He was ap- 
pointed Postmaster of Batavia by President Lincoln in 
1862, and served for five years. In 1870 he was elected 
to the State Senate from the then Twenty-ninth Senate 
District, comprising the Counties of Niagara, Orleans 
and Genesee, and was re-elected in 1872. Former Sen- 
ator Bowen organized the First National Bank of 
Batavia, of which he has since been vice-president; was 
for many years president of the Holland Purchase In- 
surance Company; and for six years was counsel to the 
State Insurance Department.

STEPHEN SANFORD 

Manufacturer and banker, was born in the town of 
Mayfield, Fulton County, N. Y., May 26, 1826, a son 
of John Sanford, who located at Amsterdam in 1821 
and established the Sanford carpet mills at that place 
and who died in 1857. Stephen Sanford was educated 
at the Amsterdam Academy, Georgetown College, 
D. C, and at West Point Military Academy. In 1844 
he entered his father's mills and familiarized himself 
with the details of the business to which he was 
admitted as a partner in 1848. After the mills were 
destroyed by fire in 1853 he purchased his father's 
interest, and of this beginning the vast Sanford mills 
are the outgrowth. Mr. Sanford was elected to the 
United States Congress in 1868 and served one term.

Manufacturer and business man, was born at Roch- 
ester, N. Y., February 8, 1837, son of John and Eliza- 
beth Archer. He was graduated from the F!astman 
Business College, Poughkeepsie, learned the carpenter's 
trade, and in 1857 entered the employ of his elder 
brother, Robert W., in the manufacture of dental 
chairs. After conducting a machine shop at Oil Creek, 
Pa., for four years he returned to Rochester, and be- 
came a partner with his brother in the manufacture of 
dental and barber chairs. This business, after several 
changes, was incorporated in January, 1884, under the 
name of the Archer Manufacturing Co., of which Mr. 
Archer has since been president. From 1882 to 1884 
he was a member of the Board of Aldermen, and he 
was a candidate for Mayor of Rochester in 1886. Mr. 
Archer was formerly president of the Rochester Gas 
and Klcctnc Co., Rochester Suburban Railroad; vice- 
president, Pullman Sash Balance Co. ; and treasurer, 
Vulcanite Paving Co. He is a director of the Mer- 
chants' Bank of Rochester, is a Mason and a member 
of the Genesee Valley Club, Rochester Driving Park 
Association and Rochester Whist Club. He married 
Augusta McClure, September 14, 1865. Mrs. Archer 
is a Daughter of the American Revolution, through her 
grandfather. Dr. David McClure. a surgeon in the Rev- 
olutionary Army.

GEORGE MARCUS CASE 



Tobacco manufacturer, late vice-president of the 
American Tobacco Co., was born at Boscawen, N. H., 
March 30, 1837. He attended private schools at Derry, 
N. H., and Andover, Mass., completing his schooling 
with a course in mechanical drawing and engineering 
at Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute, and during the 
Civil War was a master mechanic in the Navy. Mr. 
Kimball resigned from the Navy in 1863, and from that 
time was in the tobacco business at Rochester. He was 
the founder of the Kimball Tobacco Works, one of 
the largest of the kind in the country; and was later 
vice-president of the American Tobacco Co., the suc- 
cessor to this concern. He was president of the 
Union Bank, of ibe Post-Express Printing Co., and of 
the board of managers of the City Hospital and of the 
State Industrial School; vice-president, Security Trust 
Co.; trustee, Rochester Savings Bank; and a director 
of the Rochester Street Railway, and of the Toronto, 
Hamilton and Buffalo R. R. Co. Mr. Kimball was the 
owner of a rare collection of books and works of art 
He was a great lover of flowers, and was considered an 
authority on the cultivation of orchids. His first wife 
was Marion E. Keeler, who died July 9, 1879, leaving 
one son, Harold Chandler Kimball. On August 11, 
1880, Mr. Kimball married Laura P., daughter of David 
Mitchell. Of their children: Earnest M. died in 1898; 
Celia M. married George C. Gordon. Mr. Kimball 
died March 26, 1895. 



Banker and business man. was born at Fulton, 
N. Y., August 29, 1827, son of Jonathan and Betsy 
(Ferguson) Case. He received a common school edu- 
cation, his first business experience being gained in 
his father's store. In 1850, with his brother, S. F. 
Case, he became connected with various business enter- 
prises, and ten years later engaged in contract work 
for the State and National governments, the work con- 
sisting of dredging rivers and harbors. Mr. Case and 
his brother were the contractors that constructed the 
Phoenix dam. He was later a member of the firm of 
Case & Van Wagenan, removing the rock from the 
Mississippi channel at Rock Island, 111. On the death 
of S. F. Case, in 1869, George M. Case was made 
cashier of the Citizens' National Bank of Fulton, and 
he was soon after elected its president, a position he 
held at the time of his death. Mr. Case was fre- 
quently chosen as a delegate to the local and State 
conventions of the Republican party, and in 1880 was 
a delegate to the National Convention at Chicago. He 
represented Oswego County in the State Assembly in 
1874 and 1875. He was a Mason. On September 11, 
1850, he married Vandalia M French. Of their chil- 
dren but one is living, Eva D., wife of Dr. Charles R. 
Lee, of Fulton. A son, Solon F., who died in 1897, 
was cashier of the Citizens' National Bank. Mr. Case 
died March 17, 1898. 



LOUIS ANDRAL TOURTELLOT 

Physician and surgeon, was born at Greenfield, 
Saratoga County, N. Y., February 13, 1832. He studied 
medicine with his father, and in 1854 was graduated 
from the medical department of the University of the 
City of New York. In 1855 he was appointed fourth 
assistant physician at the Utica State Hospital for the 
Insane, where he was subsequently third, second and 
first assistant. In 1868 he left the State Hospital and 
engaged in private practice. From 187 1 to 1873 he trav- 
eled in Europe, devoting particular attention to methods 
of caring for the insane in the institutions of Great 
Britain and France. On his return to Utica he became 
a specialist in the treatment of mental and nervous dis- 
eases, and in this branch of his profession he was an 
acknowledged authority. For twelve years he was one 
of the editors of the "American Journal of Insanity," 
and was a contributor to the "American Psychological 
Journal and other similar publications. He was for 
twenty years a vestryman of Grace Church, Utica ; was 
a trustee and treasurer of the House of the Good Shep- 
herd; was for fifteen years visiting physician of the 
Utica Orphan Asylum and was a member of the Fort 
Schuyler Club. On September 18, 1862, he married 
Elizabeth, daughter of Hiram Denio, Judge of the New 
York State Court of Appeals. Their children are Louis 
and Violet. Dr. Tourtellot died April 4, 1899. 



WILLIAM BAYARD VAN RENSSELAER 

Lawyer-financier, was born in Albany, October 4, 
1856. He attended the State Normal School and the 
Albany Boys' Academy, at Albany; Miss Gaylord's 
Boarding School, at Catskill, N. Y., and St. Paul's 
School, at Concord, N. H. He was graduated from 
Harvard College in 1879, and spent the next year at 
the Harvard Law School, in Cambridge. The follow- 
ing year he studied in a law office in Albany, and was 
admitted to the bar in 1881, beginning the practice of 
law the same year. He organized the Van Rensselaer 
Land Company in 1885, and was elected its treasurer. 
He was elected trustee of the Albany Savirigs Bank in 
1883, vice-president in 1897 and president in 1900. He 
became a director of the New York State National 
Bank, Albany, in 1885 and its vice-president in 1900. 
He was one of the organizers and was later the vice- 
president of the Union Trust Company, Albany. In 
1901 he was elected chairman of the executive commit- 
tee of the Savings Banks Association of the State of 
New York and in 1904 was elected president of that 
association. In 1893 he organized the Albany Terminal 
Warehouse Company, of which he was the first presi- 
dent. On November 3, 1880, Mr. Van Rensselaer mar- 
ried Miss Louisa G. Lane, daughter of Professor 
George Martin Lane, of Harvard University, Cam- 
bridge, Mass. Mr. Van Rensselaer died September 25. 
1909.

WILLIAM ELLIS SCKHTLRE 



Patent lawyer and inventor, president of the 
Selden Motor Vehicle Co., Rochester, was born at 
Clarkson, Monroe County. N. Y., September 14, 1846. 
son of Henry R. Selden, former Associate Justice ot 
the Court of Apoeals and former Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor of the State. His mother was Laura A. Baldwin. 
Having received a public school education, he studied 
law, and was admitted to the bar in December. 1871. 
In 1874 he was admitted to practice in the Federal 
Courts and has since continuously practiced as a patent 
lawyer at Rochester. Mr. Selden invented the gasoline 
automobile in September. 1873, and. after six years 
further experiment, filed application for a patent in 
May, 1879. On November 5, 1895. the patent was 
issued (No.549,100) ; and under this patent he granted, 
in 1899, an exclusive license for the manufacture of 
gasoline automobiles to the Electric Vehicle Co., of 
Hartford. Conn. Litigation followed, and the Associa- 
tion of Licensed Automobile Manufacturers was 
formed. The opinion of Judge Hough of the United 
States Circuit Court, Southern District of New York, 
sustained the Selden patent. In his annual report for 
1895, the Commissioner of Patents said: ' Selden in 
1895 received a patent November 5, No. 549.160, which 
may be considered the pioneer invention in the appli- 
cation of the compression gas engine to road or horse- 
less carriage use." 



Justice of the Supreme Court for the Fifth Judicial 
District, was born at Westmoreland, Oneida County, 
X. Y.. November 2, 1843, son of Parker A. and Harriet 
Standish (Snow) Scripture, the latter being a descend- 
ant of Captain Miles Standish. He was graduated 
from Whitestown Seminary in 1865. attended Hamilton 
College for a time ; and was graduated from the Albany 
Law School and admitted to the bar in 1867. He began 
the practice of law in 1868 as a member of the firm of 
Hutchens & Scripture, but in the fall of the same year 
he became a member of the firm of Weld & Scripture, 
at Rome. He later formed a partnership with Homer 
T. Fowler, under the name of Scripture & Fowler, and 
was later associated in practice with George H. Weaver, 
K. M. Pavey and O. P. Backus. Judge Scripture is a 
Republican in politics. He was for nearly four years 
postmaster of Rome, under President Harrison. In 
November.

Manufacturer and former United States Congress- 
man, was born at Perth, Fulton County, N. Y., Octo- 
ber 20, 1852. He attended the public schools, was 
graduated from the Amsterdam Academy in 1873, and 
in the same year succeeded to the paper business of his 
father, William Stewart, at Amsterdam, which he car- 
ried on for ten years. In 1882 he entered the employ 
of Schuyler & Blood, manufacturers of knit underwear, 
who operated the Chuctanunda Knitting Mills. In 
1887 Mr. Stewart became a member of the firm under 
the name of Blood & Stewart. He succeeded to the 
sole ownership of the business in 1893. He was elected 
to the State Legislature in 1889, and was elected to 
Congress in 1898, serving in the Fifty-sixth and Fifty- 
seventh Congresses. Congressman Stewart is a direc- 
tor of the Farmers' National Bank ; director and secre- 
tary of the Chuctanunda Gas Light Company and of 
the Automatic Telephone Company; trustee of the Sec- 
ond Presbyterian Church of Amsterdam, and is a mem- 
ber of the Amsterdam Board of Trade and of the Fort 
Johnson Club and the Antlers Country Club.

Carr. While still a young man he was one of a party 
which went to the Dakotas and founded the city of 
Sioux Falls, S. D. Later he resumed work at his trade 
at Monroe, and still later was the owner of a paper at 
Mound City.

Lawyer, and for fourteen years a member of the 
State Board of Charities, was born at Medina, Orleans 
County, N. Y., November 14, 1836, son of Joseph and 
Elizabeth (Herring) Craig. He was graduated from 
Union College in 1856 with the degree of A. M., studied 
law and was admitted to the bar in 1859. In i860 he 
began the practice of law at Rochester. In 1871 he 
was appointed attorney for the Monroe County Savings 
Bank, and he retained that position with that of trus- 
tee until his death. In 1880 Governor Cornell appointed 
him a member of the State Board of Charities, a po- 
sition he held for fourteen years, during the last four 
years being president of the board. He was for ten 
years chairman of the Committee on the Insane and 
was largely instrumental 111 securing the passage of 
the bill transferring the care of the insane from the 
counties to the State.

health compelled him to leave in the sophomore year. 
He went to New York and engaged as teacher at the 
Mount Washington Collegiate Institute. Afterwards 
he taught at the Milwaukee, Wis., Academy.

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THE ASSEMBLY CHAMBER — STATE CAPITOL. 



The Assembly Chamber, designed by Leopold Eidlitz, appeared, 
when finished according to his plan, like the interior of a great stone 
church, its arches supported by four massive pillars of Tennessee 
marble. This room is 140 feet long by 84 feet in width, including 
the galleries at each end, although the chamber proper is but eighty- 
four feet long by fifty-five feet wide. As it was when first completed, 
it was a magnificient room. Four gigantic pillars, four feet in 
diameter, supported the largest groined arch in the world, the key- 
stone of which was fifty-six feet from the floor. It was, however, 
found necessary to remove the stone ceiling and one of oak was 
substituted, the new ceiling being twenty feet nearer the floor. This 
change resulted in the destruction of the beautiful paintings by Hunt 
on the north and south walls. While the room is still a beautiful one, 
it now lacks much of the impressiveness it formerly possessed. At 
the centre of the picture may be seen the speaker's desk with those 
of the various clerks.

Former warden of Sing Sing prison, was born at 
Catskill, N. Y., December 17, 1834. He was for sev- 
eral years employed as a bookkeeper in Xcw York City, 
and later, with his brothers, conducted a general store 
at Prattsville, N. Y. From 1865 to 1872 he was in the 
comm ssion business in New York City. In 1880 he 
established the coal business at Catskill which he now 
conducts. He has served as Supervisor of Prattsvi'.le, 
as County Clerk of Greene County, and in 1889 and 
1890 was a member of the State Asscmb'y. From 
October, 1894. to May, 1899, he was warden of Sing 
Sing prison ; and from October, 1899, to July, 1904, was 
superintendent of the House of Refuge on Randall's 
Island. In July, 1863, he enlisted in Company A. 86th 
Regt., N. G. N. Y. ; was made captain, August twe*ity-

ABEL GILBERT GOLDTHWAIT 



Hardware merchant, was born at Utica, N. Y M Sep- 
tember 6, 1825, son of Evan and Ann Roberts. He 
received his education in the public schools of Utica, 
and in 1849 went to California, where he eventually 
became the owner of a large wheat and cattle ranch 
near Sacramento. In i860 he returned to Utica, and 
with his brother, John E. Roberts, engaged in the hard- 
ware business under the firm name of John E. Roberts 
& Company, which later became Roberts, Parry & Com- 
pany. In 1899 the sons of Henry Roberts, in memory 
of their father, caused the name to be changed to the 
Roberts Hardware Company. This firm is now com- 
posed of William H. Roberts, William T. Baker of the 
" Utica Saturday Globe," and John A. Cantwell. Mr. 
Roberts was vice-president and a director of the Second 
National Bank of Utica. and was a member of the 
Building Committee which erected the Home for Aged 
Men and Couples at Utica. On September 17, 1861, 
he married Frances Julia White, daughter of Nicholas 
A. White. Mrs. Roberts is a prominent member of 
the Daughters of the American Revolution, of which 
she has been State Regent. Their children are: Wil- 
liam Henry, hardware merchant, Utica; J. Fred., 
business man, Denver, Col. ; Catherine, wife of Jacob 
Agne, Jr., Utica (deceased); Charles N., contractor;

Bloss Council, No. 14, R. & S. M. ; and of Apollo Com- 
mandery, No. iq, K. T. He was worshipful master of 
his lodge, eminent commander of his commandery, was 
a life member of all of the Masonic bodies and of the 
Troy Masonic Veterans' Association. He was a mem- 
ber of St. Stephen's Church, and was a charter member 
and at one time president of St, Stephen's Guild. On 
May 1, 1857, he married Kate Hope O'Brien, of Ben- 
nington, Vt. Their children are : Fred Walter and Dr. 
Burt Louis Goldthwait. Mr. Goldthwait died Novem- 
ber 17. 1907. 



CHARLES RUSSELL IXC, ALLS 

Lawyer, was born at Greenwich, Washington 
County, N. Y., September 14, 1819. His father was 
Charles Fry Ingalls, who was District Attorney and 
Judge of the Court of Common Pleas of his county 
and a member of the New York Assembly. Charles R. 
read law at Greenwich, and on January 12, 1844, was 
admitted to practice in the Supreme Court and Court 
of Chancery. In June, i860, he removed to the city 
of Troy, and became a partner with David L. Seymour. 
In 1852 he was elected to the State Assembly. In 1863 
he was unanimously nominated and was elected to the 
office of Justice of the Supreme Court in the Third 
Judicial District. In 1870 he became (ex officio) a 
member of the Court of Appeals. In 187 \ he was again 
nominated for the Supreme Court judgeship, and was 
elected for fourteen years. This was repeated in 1885, 
and he served until January 1, 1890, when he retired 
from the bench, having reached the age limit prescribed 
by law (seventy years) and having been a Supreme 
Court Justice continuously for more than twenty-six 
years. Appointed by Gov. Robinson, he served nearly 
four years as a member of the General Term of the 
Supreme Court in New York City. In November, 1880, 
he married Margaret L. Marvin, of Troy. There is one 
daughter, Miss Margaret Ingalls. Judge Ingalls died 
May 28, 1908. 



RAXSEN GARDEXIER 

Business man, was born in the town of Schodack, 
Rensselaer County, N. Y., October 26, 1838. He was 
educated in the Kinderhook Academy, and was for a 
time a clerk in a general store at Darien, Ga. ; but re- 
turned north in 1861, and was for several years em- 
ployed as a bookkeeper in Peasley's Paper Mill at 
Madden Bridge.

Manufacturer, president of the village of New 
Hartford, N. Y., was born at Newtown, Montgomery- 
shire, North Wales, September 20, 1842, son of Edward 
and Mary (Thomas) Jones.

He studied law and was admitted to the 
bar in 1867. In 1871 he was appointed postmaster of 
Schenectady by President Grant, and he was reap- 
pointed by President Garfield.

Physician and surgeon, was born at Bridport, Vt.

He entered the College of Physicians and Surgeons, 
New York City, and was graduated in 1871. He then 
became resident surgeon at the Brooklyn Eye and Ear 
Hospital, where he remained one year.

Banker and business man. was born at Lawrence- 
ville, N. J., and was prepared for college at the 
Lawrenceville School, of which his father, Samuel M. 

He was gradu- 
ated from Princeton University in 1880 with the degree 
of B. A., receiving the Master's degree three years 
later. From 1880 to 1883 he was a teacher in the 
Lawrenceville School and for a time studied law.

Capitalist, was born at Pompey. Onondaga County,

Reed's preparatory school at Geneva, and in 1879 en- 
tered Cornell University, from which he was graduated 
with the Class of '83. In 1880 he became a member of 
the firm of Belden & Co. Four years later, on the re- 
tirement of Mr. Crane, the firm became Belden & Mc- 
Dowell, and the business was conducted under that 
name for six years.

Senator Walker was a 
director of the First National Bank and of the Holland 
Purchase Company, of Batavia, and was a trustee of 
Syracuse University, the State School for the Blind, 
Ingham University at Leroy and the Batavia Y. M.

SIMON W. ROSENDALE 

Lawyer, was born at Albany, X. Y., June 23, 1842. 
After graduation from the Barre, Vermont, Academy, 
he took up the study of law and was admitted to the 
bar in 1863. He soon after became assistant District 
Attorney of Albany County, and in 1868 was elected 
Recorder, retaining that position for four years. In 
1881 he entered into partnership with Rufus W. Peck- 
ham, late Associate Justice of the United States 
Supreme Court, and when Justice Peckham was elected 
to the Court of Appeals, the law practice was con- 
tinued with Albert Hessberg, who had previously been 
admitted to the firm. Mr. Rosendale was for several 
years Corporation Counsel for his native city, and in 
1892 was elected Attorney-General of the State of New 
York.

Shortly thereafter he branched out into the 
hotel business and year by year added adjoining prop- 
erty to his hotel until at the present time he conducts 
one of the most widely known hotels in the country. 
In 1908 Mr. Keeler was the Democratic candidate for 
Member of Congress from the Twenty-third Congres- 
sional District, receiving 30,008 votes against 30,593 for 
his Republican opponent, Hon. George N. Southwick.

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THE SENATE CHAMBER — STATE CAPITOL. 



The work of the leading architect of the time, H. H. Richardson, 
of Boston, the Senate Chamber is one of the most beautiful assembly 
rooms in existence. On the south side are three large arched win- 
dows, with six smaller openings near the ceiling. The wall space 
between the larger windows, up to the spring of the arches, is of 
Knoxville marble. Above these windows the walls are paneled 
with Mexican onyx, each slab being framed by a rail of Sienna 
marble. The space above the smaller windows is filled in with lead 
heavily gilt, and beaten out into arabesque design. Above this 
frieze of beaten gold, beautifully carved stone corbels support the 
great beams of the ceiling. The north wall is similarly decorated, 
the onyx paneling and gold frieze occupying more space, because 
of the lack of openings. The galleries at the east and west are 
visible through three great arched spaces, the arches being sup- 
ported by pillars of red-brown granite. Beneath the galleries are 
lobbies, while at the north is the beautiful Senate Corridor.

JESSE GIFFORD PITTS 



Inventor and manufacturer, was born at Lakeville, 
N. Y., April 30, 1833, and received his education in the 
public schools of his native village and at Genesee Sem- 
inary. A born inventor and mechanical genius, he 
early in life perfected a broom handle machine and a 
water meter, disposing of the latter patent in France. 
In 1870 he invented the first machine for the cold pro- 
cess setting of tires. This machine, of which for years 
he was engaged in the manufacture at Rochester, was 
known as the West Tire Setter. Later this business 
was made into a stock company. Among his minor in- 
ventions were a screwdriver, a machine for embroid- 
ering and an embroidering needle. A great traveler, 
he made several trips abroad, and in this way dis- 
posed of many of his patents. The first automobile built 
in Rochester was constructed by Mr. West. While on 
a trip to Europe in 1894, he obtained many ideas rela- 
tive to automobile construction, and later perfected his 
first machine ; still later building one for delivery pur- 
poses. He was for a number of years a member of 
the Rochester Chamber of Commerce. For his second 
wife he married Mrs. Cornelia Grenelle Springsteen, 
who was born and educated at Saratoga Springs. Mrs. 
West is a daughter of the late Alvah D. Grenelle, a 
prominent banker and business man of Saratoga County. 
Mr. West died December 22, 1900. 



Retired business man, was born in the town of 
Chatham, Columbia County, N. Y., June 7, 1823 son 
of John W. Pitts, soldier in the War of 1812 (born in 
Columbia County, 1795, died in 1874), and Polly L. 
(Gifford) Pitts. His education was secured in the 
common schools of Chatham and at Kinderhook 
Academy ; and in 1845 be settled at Geneva, Ontario 
County, where he engaged in the hardware and saddlery 
business. With Eli Van Valkenburg as a partner, he 
then embarked in the general hardware business at 
Newark under the firm name of Pitts & Van Valken- 
burg. Disposing of this business in 1854, Mr. Pitts 
spent two years on his farm near Newark, and then 
removed to New York City, where for seven years he 
was engaged in the wholesale petroleum business. 
After seven years in the same line of business at 
Brooklyn, he returned to Newark in 1873; and for 
about twenty years conducted a boot and shoe business, 
including the manufacture of moccasins under letters 
patent and producing from six to eight thousand pairs 
annually. Mr. Pitts was a large stockholder and was 
deeply interested in the whip manufacturing enterprise 
of his father-in-law, David M. Day, at Westfield, Mass. 
He married Helen R. Day, June 2, 1859. Their 
adopted daughter Louise, is the wife of Calvin P. H. 
Vary, a banker of Newark. Mr. Pitts resides at 7 West 
Miller Street, Newark. , 



CHARLES COOKE LESTER 

Lawyer, Miscellaneous Court Reporter, State of 
New York, was born at Mil ford, Otsego County, N. Y., 
June 27, 1850. At the age of sixteen he entered Union 
College and was graduated in 1870 with the degree of 
A. B., receiving that of A. M. three years later. He 
studied law in the office of his father, Charles S. 
Lester, and on his admission to the bar, in June, 1873, 
a partnership was formed under the name of C. S. & 
C. C. Lester, which continued until the death of his 
father, in 1904. He was a member of the Constitutional 
Convention of 1894, was elected Surrogate of Saratoga 
County in 1901, and served until January 1, 1906. In 
November. 1905, he was appointed Miscellaneous Court 
Reporter by Governor Higgins. In 1904 Mr. Lester 
framed a law simplifying the proceedings for the 
sale of real estate of decedents for the payment of debts 
and funeral expenses, and in 1906 was the author 
of a bill providing for recording agreements for the 
settlement of estates. He is a member of the Saratoga 
Club.

BARNET HENRY DAVIS 



Educator, and one of the most distinguished busi- 
ness college men in the profession, was born at Galway, 
Saratoga County, N. Y., January 15, 1843. While still 
a young man he taught school for two years, but becom- 
ing impressed with the possibilities of education along 
business lines, he accepted a position as instructor in 
the Utica Business College. Two years later, in 1869, 
with H. B. McCreary as a partner, he purchased the 
business. In 1876 this firm purchased the Troy Business 
College, and Mr. Shields removed to Troy to take 
charge of its affairs. After the death of Mr. McCrearv 
in 1887, Mr. Shields conducted the college alone until

SALPHRONIUS H. FRENCH 



Founder of the shirt, collar and cuff manufactur- 
ing firm of Miller, Hall & Hartwell, was born at Fair- 
haven, Vt., November 9, 1825, son of James and Anna 
(Allen) Miller, the latter being a descendant of Ethan 
Allen. He attended school at Fairhaven, worked for a 
time in the nail cutting department of the iron mills at 
Fairhaven, and was for three years apprenticed to 
Hiram Billings, the leading blacksmith of Castleton, 
Vt. Mr. Miller removed to Troy in 1866, and com- 
menced the manufacture of collars, his experience as a 
collar manufacturer covering a period of over thirty 
years. He mastered every detail of the business, and 
was himself a practical workman, the great firm of 
Miller, Hall & Hartwefl being the result of his years of 
application and effort. This concern at one time em- 
ployed over fifteen hundred workers. Mr. Miller was 
for years an active worker in the cause of Prohibition. 
He was at one time a candidate for Lieutenant-Governer 
on the Prohibition ticket, and was also nominated by 
the same party for the office of Mayor of Troy. He was 
vice-president of the Central National Bank, was a 
deacon in the Fifth Avenue Baptist Church for many 
years and was deeply interested in mission work.

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Inventor and manufacturer of locomotive head- 
lights, was born at Oriskany, Oneida County, N. Y., 
June 9, 1829, son of Abijah Jewell and Mary ( Bill- 
ing-ton > Williams. He learned the trade of wood turn- 
ing, and, later, that of a machinist, at Utica, and in 
185 1 began to experiment in the construction of a lo- 
comotive headlight. He eventually constructed a work- 
ing model, and obtained his first patent in October, 1854. 
In April, 1862, a patent was secured for a circular hol- 
low wick burner, using coal oil or kerosene, which is 
now in use on all circular burner house lamps and has 
superseded all other burners for locomotive headlights.

Banker, was born at Albany, N. Y., October 12, 
1823, a lineal descendant of Daniel Janse Van Antwerp, 
who settled in Beaverwyck in 1661. Corresponding 
clerk of the State Bank in 1847, he later became its 
cashier and vice-president. He was one of the first 
park commissioners of Albany, and was president of 
the board for the first thirteen years of its existence. 
During this time Washington Park was laid out. For 
eighteen years he served as a member of the State 
Board of Charities, and was one of the first to call the 
attention of the government to the danger of unre- 
stricted immigration. Mr. Van Antwerp was one of the 
original trustees of the National Savings Bank. He 
was a fellow of the American Geographical Society, a 
member of the Holland Society of New York, Sons of 
the Revolution; the Fort Orange and the Albany 
Country Clubs, of Albany, and of the St. Nicholas and 
the Manhattan Clubs of New York City. He was a 
communicant of St. Paul's Episcopal Church, of which 
he was for many years senior warden. In 1842 he mar- 
ried Martha Wis wall, who died in 1880. One daughter, 
Henrietta W., married Major J. W. McMurray, U. S. 
A., while another, Kate Josephine, married J. R. Stan- 
ton, paymaster, U. S. A. Mr. Van Antwerp died 
December 14, 1903. 



WILLIAM A. THOMPSON 

Wholesale druggist and business man, was born at 
Troy, N. Y., February 2, 1834. He was educated in 
the Troy public schools, at College Hill. Poughkeepsie, 
and at the Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute. Upon leav- 
ing school he entered the wholesale drug business 
founded by his father at Troy, and in February, 1855, 
with his brother, John I. Thompson, was admitted to

Banker and railroad president, was born at Hub- 
bardsvillc, Madison County, X. Y., October 10, 1842, 
son of Charles and Mary Jane (Hubbard) Green.

LA MOTT THOMSON 



Lawyer, was born July 24, 1841, lived in early years 
at Knowlesville, Orleans County, N. Y., with his 
parents, Thomas P. and Lodoiska (Butler) Jones. 
After leaving school he was private secretary to Sena- 
tor Edwin D. Morgan, and later to Secretary of State 
William H. Seward and his son Frederick W. Seward. 
He subsequently served as chief clerk of the Consular 
Bureau and as U. S. Consul at Clifton, Can.: and in 
187 1 located at Rochester, where he was admitted to 
the bar and eventually became one or the city's most 
distinguished lawyers. Made a member of the In- 
dependent Order of Good Templars in 1867, he was 
chosen Grand Chief Templar of the State in 1879, and 
was later for seven years treasurer of the International 
body. He was a candidate for Attorney-General on the 
Prohibition ticket in 1885. and a candidate for Governor 
in 1888. A prime mover in establishing a Permanent 
International Court of Arbitration, he drafted the plan 
of the New York State Bar Association, and was a 
member of the committee to present the memorial to 
the President, April 21, 1896. Mr. Jones was a member 
of the American, the New York State and Rochester 
Bar Associations, was a Mason, a Knight Templar, a 
member of various Peace societies and other organiza- 
tions. On July 5, 1871, he married Miss Gertrude M. 
Nicholls. of Buffalo. Their living children are: Gert- 
rude Minnie, W. Martin Jones, Jr., and Abram 
Nicholls Jones. Mr. Jones died May 3, 1906. 



Financier and business man, was bom at Paris Hill, 
Oneida County, N. Y., September 27, 1825. His father, 
Jesse Thomson, was a man widely known throughout 
the State because of his integrity and great business 
ability. His mother was Irene (Babbitt) Thomson, a 
granddaughter of William Babbitt, who participated in 
the Boston Tea Party. Mr. Thomson attended the 
district school at Paris Hill, and at an early age became 
a clerk in a general store at Clayville. He was later 
for One year an express messenger with a run between 
Albany and Buffalo. He was then for a number of 
years a special insurance adjuster in the employ of sev- 
eral insurance companies, a position requiring consider- 
able tact and fraught with much responsibility. He 
retired from this line of work in order to assist his 
father in the care of the latter's large financ'al inter- 
ests, and he remained with his father until the elder 
Mr. Thomson's death in 1861, after which he was in 
charge of the settlement of the estate. Mr. Thomson 
is a born financier, and his advice is often sought on 
important business matters. He was a member of the 
old Utica Baseball Club, which had for its members 
such men as Judge Bacon and Roscoe Conkling. In 
1866 he married Maria A. Hubbard. Mr. Thomson 
resides at 265 Genesee Street, Utica. 



HENRY SEACORD 

Former Member of Assembly from the First 
District of Orange County, was born at Lincolndale. 
Orange County, N. Y., September 19, 1829, son of 
Wilkins and Huldah J. (Moorehousc) Seacord. At the 
age of thirteen he entered his father's blacksmith shop 
as an apprentice, and eventually succeeded to the owner- 
ship of the business, spending over forty-eight years at 
the forge. He was for several years in charge of the 
shoeing of the Goldsmith trotting stock, and shod 
" Goldsmith Maid " for her first race. Since 1891 he 
has been in the real estate and insurance business. He 
has always been an active Republican, and as he at- 
tended the convention at Syracuse in 1854, is one of the 
few living men who witnessed the formation of that 
party. He has been present at mmy State conventions, 
and at nearly all of the Orange County conventions 
since the organization of the party. He was a Super- 
visor of Hamptonburg in 1876. In 1907 he was elected 
to the State Assembly from the First District of Orange 
County. On January 18. 1853, he married Ann Goble, 
who died August 31, 1880. He married Elizabeth Cor- 
win, December 30.

FREDERICK DAN HUNTINGTON 

Clergyman, first Protestant Episcopal Bishop of 
Central New York, was born at Hadley. Mass., May 
28. 1819. He was graduated from Amherst College in 
1839, and entering Harvard Divinity School graduated 
from that institution. He was ordained pastor of the 
Unitarian South Congregational Church, Boston, but 
in i860 withdrew from that denomination and was 
ordered deacon of the Episcopal Church. In 1861 he 
was ordained priest. The degree of S. T. D. was con- 
ferred upon him by Columbia; D. D. by Amherst, and 
that of L. H. D. by Syracuse University. From 1861 
to 1869 he was rector of the Emmanuel Church, Bos- 
ton. He was consecutively editor of the " Christian 
Register." the " Monthly Religious Magazine " and 
the '* Church Monthly." He was consecrated Bishop 
of the Diocese of Central New York. April 8, 1869. 
He was the author of a large number of religious 
works which still have wide circulation. In 1843 
Bishop Huntington married Miss Hannah Dane, 
daughter of Captain Epes Sargent and Mary Lincoln 
Sargent. Of their children, Rev. George Putnam 
Huntington died on the same day as his father. Mrs. 
Huntington, a woman of broad culture, who assisted 
her husband in his work in an able manner, died 
February 22, 1910, survived by two daughters. Miss 
Arria Sargent Huntington and Miss Mary Lincoln 
Huntington, both of Svracuse, and Rev. James O. S. 
Huntington, of the Order of the Holy Cross. Bishop 
Huntington died at Hadley, Mass, July 11, 1904.

WILLIAM WHALEY BELLINGER 



Capitalist and business man, was born at Charlotte, 
Monroe County, N. Y., son of Erastus F. and Maria

& Holden, coal dealers at Brooklyn, as a clerk. Three 
years later he returned to Syracuse, where he entered 
the employ of Holden Brothers, his father and uncle, 
who were selling agents for D., L. & W. coal at Syra- 
cuse.

Former State Assemblyman, was born in the town 
of Columbus, Chenango County, N. Y., June 29, 1834. 

He 
prepared to be a teacher; but later learned the carpen- 
ters' trade, and for several years was engaged in build- 
ing and contracting. He later engaged in the produce 
and commission business at New Berlin and Edmeston; 
and in 1869 established a similar business in New York 
City, which he conducted alone for several years. In 
1885 he admitted his nephew, D. W. Whitmore, son 
of Hon. Daniel E. Whitmore, of Marathon, as a part- 
ner; and a few years later retired from active business, 
thereafter residing at Sherburne. In politics he was a 
Republican, Mr. Whitmore was for five years president 
of the village of Sherburne, and for two terms a mem- 
ber of the Board of Supervisors, for one term of which 
he was chairman of the Board. In 1885 he was elected 
to represent Chenango County in the State Assembly, 
and while in that body served on several important 
committees. For several years he was chairman of the 
Chenango County Republican Committee. He was a 
member and warden of Christ Episcopal Church. In

THEODORE G. HULETT 



Banker and State Senator, was born March 13, 
181 1, at Peterboro, Madison County. N. Y., son of Dr. 
John and Mary (Thompson) Dorrance. He attended 
the Cazenovia Seminary, studied medicine for a time, 
but in 1832 became the manager of a store at Florence, 
Oneida County. In 1837 he opened a store at Florence, 
which he conducted for over twenty years. In 1859 
he removed to Oneida Castle, where he resided at the 
time of his death. From 1840 to 1859 he was land 
agent for Gerritt Smith. He was for several years 
postmaster of Florence and Supervisor of the town of 
Florence. He represented his district in the State 
Assembly in 1846, and was a member of the State 
Senate in 1854 and 1855. Senator Dorrance was a 
director of the Fort Stanwix Bank of Rome from the 
time of its organization (1847) until his death; presi- 
dent of the Oneida Savings Bank, of which he was 
also one of the organizers; director, vice-president and 
president of the Oneida Valley National Bank of 
Oneida. He was the founder of the banking firm of 
D. G. & J. G. Dorrance, and president of that firm's 
successor, the First National Bank of Camden. He was 
a member and trustee of the Oneida Castle Presbyterian 
Church. In March, 1837, he married Ann Sparrow. 
Their children are: John G., William H., Daniel G., 
Jr., Mary (wife of Dr. M. H. Bronson, of Lowville), 
Sarah E. (wife of Hon. Charles L. Knapp, of Low- 
ville). Senator Dorrance died March 26, 1896. 



Was born at Williamsburgh, Mass., June 13, 181 1. 
At the age of twelve he apprenticed himself to Jason 
Clapp, of Pittsfield, to learn the trade of a blacksmith, 
remaining for nine years and studying as opportunity 
afforded. In 1833 he removed to Niagara Falls, where 
for a time he conducted a screw factory and later was 
for several years proprietor of the " Old Curiosity 
Shop." He became prominent as a civil engineer, was 
one of those who planned the Suspension Bridge, and 
was the originator of the cableway basket used to assist 
in the construction work. He was later called upon to 
construct bridges at Fort Plain and near Fonda, and in 
1852 built a suspension bridge over the Tallapoosa 
river in Alabama. In i860 he erected at Niagara Falls 
a gas plant, which he operated for several years, and 
later built similar plants at Dansville, Warsaw and Buf- 
falo. In 1849 he was elected a Justice of the Peace of 
the town of Niagara, and served for thirty years. In 
1875 he was elected an Associate Justice of the Court 
at Lockport. Judge Hulett was at the head of the 
movement to erect a soldiers' monument at Niagara 
Falls, and was chairman of the Board of Monument 
Commissioners. On September 1, 1833, he married 
Miss Amelia Bailey, of Pittsfield, Mass., who died in 
February, 1896. Mr. Hulett died April 13, 1907. 



WILLIAM JAMES WALLACE 

Lawyer, was born at Syracuse, X. Y., April 14, 
1837. He was prepared for college, intending to enter 
Dartmouth College, where his father had graduated, 
but concluded to substitute a course of special studies, 
and for three years pursued this course under the 
instruction of private tutors. He then read law and 
finished at the Law School of Hamilton College. He 
was graduated in 1857, and the following year com- 
menced practice in Syracuse, continuing until he went 
on the bench. The degree of LL. D. was conferred on 
him by Hamilton in 1876 and by Syracuse in 1883. In 
1873-74 he was Mayor of Syracuse. In 1874 President 
Grant appointed him United States District Judge for 
the Northern District of New York. In 1882 President 
Arthur appointed h*m United States Circuit Judge for 
the Second District, comprising the States of New 
York, Vermont and Connecticut. Upon the creation of 
the United States Circuit Court of Appeals, in 1891, 
Judge Wallace became a member of that court for the 
Second Circuit, which position he held until May, 1907, 
when he resigned. In 1897 he was the Republican 
candidate for the office of Chief Judge of the Court of 
Appeals of New York, but lost the election in the 
general defeat of his party. Judge Wallace's address 
is 6 Elk Street, Albany. 



CHARLES RRODHEAD COVENTRY 

Physician and surgeon, was born at Deerfield, 
Oneida County, N. Y., April 20, 1801, a son of Dr. 
Alexander Coventry. He studied medicine with Dr. 
John McCall, and at the College of Physicians and Sur- 
geons of Western New York, then located at Fairfield, 
Herkimer County, and was graduated with the degree 
of M. D. in 1825. He then engaged in practice at Utiqa, 
and for many years was one of the most prominent 
practitioners in that part of the State. When the epi- 
demic of cholera was threatened in 1832, he was sent 
by the Common Council to investigate the character of 
the disease in other cities, and the experience thus 
gained enabled him to be of inestimable service during 
the subsequent visitation of the epidemic. He was one 
of the founders of the School of Medicine at Geneva, 
and was a member of its faculty for a number of years. 
In 1846 he was made professor of physiology and med- 
ical jurisprudence at the Buffalo Medical College. He 
was a strong advocate of the establishment of the State 
Asylum for the Insane, was one of the committee to 
draw up a plan for its organization, and was one of its 
first board of managers. He served as president of the 
Oneida Medical Society, State Medical Society, St 
Luke's Home and Hospital, Utica Female Academy, 
and was a member of the American Medical Society. 
He married Clarissa Butler. Dr. Coventry died Feb- 
ruary 24, 1875. 
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STATE HALL — FACING ACADEMY PARK, ALBANY. 



The State Hall is a building of grand porportions, consisting of 
three stories and a basement, and is situated on Eagle Street between 
Steuben and Pine Streets, facing the open square formed by the 
Capitol and Academy Parks. A beautiful portico at the front, the 
roof of which is supported by six massive stone pillars, adds greatly 
to the imposing appearance of the structure. The building is of 
white stone, which was brought from the quarries at Sing Sing, and 
cost the State $350,000. It was erected in 1842 in order to make 
room for the State departments, which had previously occupied the 
old State Hall on State Street, when it was decided to devote that 
building to the geological and zoological collections of the State 
Museum of Natural History. There are now located in the State 
Hall the offices of the Comptroller, State Engineer and Surveyor, 
Chief of the Division of Science of the Educational Department and 
the State Ranking Department.

HENRY T. NEIDLINGER 



Business man, president of the C. Kurtzmann 
Piano Company, Buffalo, was born in that city Febru- 
ary 2, i860, son of Christian and Rosalia (Wugle) 
Kurtzmann. His father, who was born in Mecklen- 
burg, Germany, November 24, 1816, came to America 
while yet a boy; and in 1848 he established the piano 
manufacturing business in Buffalo, now conducted by 
the Kurtzmann Piano Company. Louis S. Kurtzmann 
was educated in the common schools and at St. 
Joseph's College, Buffalo, being graduated from the 
latter in 1880. Soon after his graduation he entered 
the employ of his father in the piano manufacturing 
business.

EUGENE CLARK DODGE 



Late United States Commissioner and Master in 
Chancery, was born at Middletown, Conn., May 10, 
1827, son of Samuel Holden Parsons Hall, merchant 
and State Senator, and Emeline (Bulkeley) Hall. In 
1848 he was graduated from Yale University with the 
degree of B. A. (LL. B., 1850; A. M., 1851). He read 
law with U. S. Senator Daniel S. Dickinson at Bing- 
hamton, and in 185 1 was admitted to the bar, and, in 
1879, to practice in the U. S. District and Circuit 
Courts. In December, 1856, he was made U. S. Com- 
missioner, and in 1879, Master and Examiner in Chan- 
cery. At the time of hi.*, death he was the oldest U. S. 
Commissioner in this State. The Binghamton City 
Charter, adopted in 1867, was drafted by him. A de- 
scendent of John Hall who arrived in Boston in 1635, 
he took a deep interest in genealogy. He was the 
author of " The Hall Ancestry," G. P. Putnam & Sons, 
1896; and of the "Life and Letters of Hon. Samuel 
Holden Parsons. Major-General Continental Army, 
and Judge of the Northwest Territory." In 1896 he 
was the candidate of the Sound Money Democrats 
for Representative in Congress in his district. Mr. 
Hall was a member of the Sons of the Revolution, the 
Knights of the Magna Charta, and of the New York 
State and the Broome County Bar Associations. His 
first wife was Mary R. Harris, whom he married Jan- 
uary 3, 1855. Two children survive, Chas. H. and S. 
H. P. Hall. For his second wife he married Annie 
H. Knowlton, October 29, 1885. Mr. Hall died March 
16, 1910. 



For many years president of the First National 
Bank of Boonville, was born at Carthage, N. Y., Feb- 
ruary 25, 1842, son of Clark Dodge, a noted banker of 
Carthage and Boonville, and Phoebe (Brinckerhoff) 
Dodge. Having received a public school education, he 
secured a business training at the Eastman Commercial 
College at Poughkeepsie. and on leaving school he en- 
gaged in the retail drug business at Carthage, where 
he remained until 1866. In the latter year he removed 
to Boonville, where for a time he continued in the drug 
business. His father, who had been a wagon manu- 
facturer at Carthage, where he was president of the 
Carthage Bank and also a retail druggist and builder, 
established the Bank of Boonville in 1866, and the son 
disposed of his drug business in order to become 
assistant cashier of this bank. He later became cashier 
and served in that position for many years. In 1876 
the bank was reorganized as the First National Bank 
of Boonville, and Joseph R. Tharratt was elected its 
president. Upon the death of Mr. Tharratt, Mr. Dodge 
was elected to succeed him as president. In addition to 
being the president of the First National Bank of Boon- 
ville, Mr. Dodge was treasurer of the Boonville Union 
School at the time of his death. On October 30, 1877. 
he married Miss Cassie Donnelly, daughter of Bernard 
Donnelly. Mr. Dodge's home was on Schuyler Street, 
Boonville. He died September 28, 1909. 



RICHARD HALSTED WARD 

Physician, microscopist, educator, was born at 
Bloomfield, N. J., June 17. 1837. He was graduated 
from Williams College in 1858, with the degree of B. A., 
receiving that of M. A. three years later, and from the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons, New York City, in 
1862. After a short service in the United States Mili- 
tary Hospital, at Nashville, Tenn.. and a year's residence 
in Minnesota, he commenced the practice of medicine at 
Troy, N. Y. In 1867 he was appointed instructor in 
botany at the Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute and was 
its professor of botany from 1869 to 1892. Dr. Ward 
is widely known as a writer on medical and scientific 
subjects, was for twelve years a member of the editorial 
corps of the American Naturalist and is the inventor of 
many practical improvements to the microscope and aids 
to microscopic study. He has been a member of the 
board of governors of the Marshall Infirmary since 1868, 
its consulting physician since 1892 and its first vice- 
president. He is a member and former president of 
the American Microscopical Society and Rensselaer 
County Medical Society ; a member of the Medical 
Society of the State of New York, and American Med- 
ical Association, fellow of the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science, American Academy 
of Medicine, and Royal Microscopical Society, and 
honorary member of the Belgian Microscopical Society 
and many others. He married Charlotte A. Baldwin in 
1862. Dr. Ward resides at 53 Fourth Street, Troy. 



WILLIAM LAW LEARNED 

Former Justice of the Supreme Court of the State 
of New York, was born at New London, Conn., July 
24, 1821. He was educated in the school of his native 
city and entered Yale College in 1837, graduating in 
1841. He studied law in the office of William F. 
Brainard at New London, and in 1842 with Gould &

Tilden, in 1875, appointed Judge Learned presiding 
Justice of the Third Department, and Gov. Cleveland 
reappointed him in 1884, when he was re-elected to the 
Supreme Court bench. He was retired by reason of 
the age limit December 31, 1891. He married Miss 
Phebe R. Marvin, May 29, 1855, and his second wife 
Katharine DeWitt, January 15, 1868. In 1878 Yale 
College conferred on him the degree of LL. D. Judge 
Learned died September 20, 1904.

FREDERICK C. LAUER 



Physician and surgeon, was born at Westmoreland, 
Oneida County, N. Y., November i, 1838, son of James 
and Rebecca (Robinson) Reid.

Chairman of the Board of Supervisors of Onon-

Having attended the district schools 
of De Witt and the Syracuse High School, he removed 
to Sac County, Iowa, and established the lumber busi- 
ness which is still carried on under the name of W. H.

On May 4, 1859, he married Mary Simson, daugh- 
ter of John Simson. at one time member of Assembly 
from Tonawanda. There are three children: Louis A.

LEWIS BOSS 

Astronomer, was born at Providence, R. I., October 
26, 1846. He was educated in the public schools and 
the Lapham Institute at North Scituate, R. I. He then 
entered Dartmouth College, from which institution he 
was graduated, receiving the degree of A. M. in 1873 
and LL. D. in 1902. He was astronomer of the North- 
ern Boundary Commission from 1872 to 1876; a member 
of the government expedition to Colorado for the ob- 
servation of the total eclipse of the sun in 1878; chief of 
the United States government transit of Venus expedi- 
tion to Chili in 1882; editor and manager of the "Albany 
Express " in 1885. Since 1876 he has been director of 
the Dudley Observatory at Albany, and from 1883 to 
1904 was superintendent of weights and measures of the 
State of New York. In 1903 he became chairman of 
the committee on astronomical observations for the Car- 
negie Institution, and in 1904 this committee published 
an elaborate report.

Institution, and in 1908 established a branch observatory 
at San Luis, Argentine Republic. He is a member of a 
number of foreign astronomical and scientific societies, 
and is the author of several books on astronomy, which 
are standard works.

JOHN M. BAILEY 

Lawyer, former Member of Congress, was born at 
Bethlehem, Albany County, August 24, 1838. He was 
graduated from Union College in 1861, and in 1862 
entered the United States army, becoming adjutant of 
the 177th Regiment, New York State Volunteers. He 
was connected with the Department of the Gulf and 
took part in the battles of Amity River, Pouchatula 
and the siege of Port Hudson.

EDWARD HUNTINGTON 



Tobacco manufacturer, was born at Danville, Vt., 
March 7, 1822, son of John and Jean McNab Brown, 
and was educated in the public schools of Peacham, Vt., 
and Utica, N. Y. On leaving school he was employed 
by Frederick Hollister. at Utica. was in business at 
Buffalo a short time after, but later returned to Utica 
and entered the employ of Warnick & Bryan, a tobacco 
house that was founded in 1838. In 1852 Mr. Bryan 
retired from the firm and was succeeded by Mr. Brown, 
the firm name being changed to Warnick & Brown. 
Mr. Warnick retired from the firm in 1898, and Mr. 
Brown's son, Leslie Warnick Brown, became a member, 
under the name of L. Warnick Brown & Company. 
Mr. Brown was for many years a director of the First 
National Bank of Utica, and was a trustee of the Utica 
Female Academy. He was a member of the Oneida 
Historical Society, Tiger Hose Company, Exempt Fire- 
men's Association of Utica, the Fort Schuyler and the 
Carlton Island Clubs and was a veteran member of the 
Utica Citizens' Corps. He was a Republican and an 
intimate friend and admirer of Roscoe Conkling. On 
May 26, 1857, he married Mrs. J. E. Thurber, of Greene, 
N. Y. Their children were: Jennie A., Leslie Warnick 
and Annie Forbes Brown, the latter being deceased. 
Mr. Brown died March 27, 1903, having been in the 
tobacco business at Utica for more than sixty years. 



Banker and business man, was born at Rome, 
N. Y., June 23, 1817. He was educated in private 
schools, studied civil engineering, and with Benjamin 
H. Wright engaged in railroad engineering in Cuba, 
but returned home to become one of the engineers in 
charge of the construction of the Utica and Schenec- 
tady R. R. In 1839 he was made chief of a corps of 
engineers in charge of enlarging the Erie canal, with 
headquarters at Fort Plain, but on the death of his 
father in 1841 he returned to Rome to take charge of 
the family estates. Mr. Huntington was for many 
years president of the then village of Rome, and in 
1846 was a member of the New York State Constitu- 
tional Convention. He was one of the organizers of 
the First National Bank of Rome and of the Rome 
Iron Works, of both of which he was president from 
the time of their organization until his death. He was 
one of the founders and a trustee of the Central New 
York Institution for Deaf Mutes, and of the Rome 
Academy, was a member of the first Board of Educa- 
tion of Rome, and was a member of the board of 
directors of the Rome Young Men's Christian Associa- 
tion, of which he was the first president. He was a 
trustee of the Merchants' Iron Mill and of the Rome 
Cemetery Association, a director of the Rome and 
Clinton R. R., and vice-president of the First National 
Bank of Utica. On September 4, 1844, he married 
Antoinette, daughter of William Randall, of Cortland. 
Mr. Huntington died April 17, 1881. 



PETER KINNEAR 

Manufacturer, was born at Brechin, Forfarshire, 
Scotland, March 3, 1825. He was educated in the 
schools of his native town and at Dundee, and subse- 
quently served six years' apprenticeship at the 
machinist's trade. In 1847 he came to America, and, 
after visiting New York City, Rochester and Toronto, 
he went to an older brother in Canada, where he aided 
him in establishing a business. He settled in Albany 
February 7, 1849, and engaged in work at his trade in 
the establishment of William Orr, whom he succeeded 
in 1872, when he became one of the firm of Blair & 
Kinnear, the business of which he afterwards con- 
ducted alone. He acquired an interest in the Albany 
Billiard Ball Company in 1875 and is now its president 
and treasurer. He is a director of the Albany Hard- 
ware and Iron Company. In 1888 he had full charge 
and directed the erection of the Burns statue in Wash- 
ington Park, Albany. He was Supervisor in Albany 
county for two terms. He is president of St. Andrew's 
Society, Albany, and has held office in that society for 
forty-seven years, being its president for seventeen 
years. He is a member of the Burns Club, the Fort 
Orange Club and the Albany Institute and Historical 
and Art Society and is prominent in Masonic circles.

JOHN G. MYERS 

Dry goods merchant, was born in the town of Sau- 
gerties, Ulster County, N. Y., in 183 1. At the age of 
twenty-one he was associated with two partners in con- 
ducting a general store at Port Byron, and later re- 
moved to New York City, where he became connected 
with the wholesale house of Clapp & Kent. At the 
beginning of the Civil War he engaged in the dry goods 
business in the metropolis, but in 1865 removed to 
Albany, and, with William M. Whitney as a partner, 
purchased the business formerly conducted by Ubsdell, 
Pierson & Lennox. Five years later this partnership 
was dissolved. Each of the partners continued in busi- 
ness, Mr. Myers establishing the business which he con- 
ducted at the time of his death and which is now car- 
ried on by the John G. Myers Company. Mr. Myers 
was for many years a trustee and vice-president of the 
National Savings Bank, and was elected vice-president 
of the Merchants' National Bank in 1886. He was first 
vice-president of the Albany Trust Company, was vice- 
president of the Commerce Insurance Company and was 
a trustee of the Rural Cemetery. He was a member of 
Philip Livingston Chapter, Sons of the Revolution, and 
was connected with many charitable organizations. In

SAMUEL CAMPBELL 



One of the organizers, and for ten years president, 
of the Western Union Telegraph Co., was born at 
North Adams, Mass., February 6, 1806, son of Ben- 
jamin and Zilpha (Davis) Sibley. Mr. Sibley's life- 
long connection with tbe practical development of one 
of the greatest inventions, places him among the fore- 
most men of his time. In 1840, with Professor F. B. 
Morse and Ezra Cornell, he secured from Congress 
an appropriation of $40,000 to build a telegraph line 
from Washington to Baltimore. In April, 1851, with 
other Rochester capitalists, he purchased and removed 
to Rochester the New York and Mississippi Valley 
Printing Telegraph Co. In 1856 he organized in 
Rochester the Western Union Telegraph Co., of which 
he was for ten years president, and for sixteen years 
a member of its board of directors. The Atlantic and 
Pacific Telegraph Line to California was built under 
his direction. Mr. Sibley was president of the Bank 
of Monroe, and was connected with many other 
Rochester institutions. He was the founder of Sibley 
College of Mechanical Arts at Cornell University, and 
of Sibley Hall, the latter being the library building of 
the University of Rochester. His real estate interests 
in various part ol the country were extremely large. 
Mrs. Sibley was Elizabeth M. Tinker. She died August 
11, 1891, leaving two children, Hiram W. Sibley, and 
Emily (now Mrs. James S. Watson), both of Roches- 
ter. Mr. Sibley died July 12, 1888. 



Cotton goods manufacturer, was born at Tarbol- 
ton, Ayrshire, Scotland, February 14, 1809. He came 
to this country in 183 1, and secured employment in the 
cotton mills of Benjamin S. Walcott and Benjamin 
Marshall, at New York Mills, N. Y. ; was soon after 
made foreman, and in 1847 became part owner of the 
business, which was later conducted under the name 
of Walcott & Campbell. On January 22, 1884, the busi- 
ness was incorporated under the name of the New 
York Mills with a capitalization of $1,000,000. Mr. 
Campbell became a Republican when that party was 
founded in 1846, and in 1864 he was delegate to the 
convention that nominated Abraham Lincoln for Presi- 
dent. He was elected to the State Senate in 1865 and 
again in 1867, and during his second term was chairman 
of the Committee on Railroads. He was a Presidential 
Elector in 1872. Mr. Campbell was appointed a mana- 
ger of the New York State Lunatic Asylum in 1862, 
and from 1872 to 1885 was president of the board. He 
was president of the New York State Agricultural Soci- 
ety in 1879, was a trustee of Cornell University until 
1884, was one of the founders and for many years was 
president of the New York Farmers' Club. He married 
Agnes Sinclair, June 27, 1832. They had eight chil- 
dren, two sons and six daughters. Mr. Campbell died 
September 22, 1885. 



HAMILTON HARRIS 

Lawyer, was born in Preble, Cortland County, 
N. Y., May 1, 1820. He attended the district school at 
Preble, and the Homer and the Albany Academies, then 
entered Union College, from which he was graduated 
in 1841. After graduating he studied law in the office 
of his brother, Hon. Ira Harris, and was admitted to 
the bar in 1845. He began practice in the city of 
Albany and continued there until his death. In 1848 he 
formed a copartnership with Hon. Hooper C. Van 
Vorst, which continued until 1853, when he took as 
partner Hon. Samuel G. Courtney. In 1857 he took as 
partners Hon. Clark B. Cochrane and Hon. John H. 
Reynolds, which firm continued until 1875. Mr. Harris 
was afterwards associated with William P. Rudd and 
his son Frederick, under the firm name of Harris & 
Rudd, which continued twenty-five years. He was 
Member of Assembly in 1850. In 1853 he was elected 
District Attorney of Albany County, serving until 1857. 
From 1862 to 1870 he was chairman of the Republican 
State Committee. From 1865 to 1875 be was president 
of the Board of Capitol Commissioners. In 1875 ne 
was elected State Senator, and was re-elected in 1877. 
He was elected Regent of the University in 1885. Mr. 
Harris died December 14, 1900. 



HERMAN HENRY RUSS 

Business man, was born in Albany, N. Y., October 
22, 1829. He was educated at the Albany Boys Acad- 
emy, attending that institution from 1837 to 1843, after 
which he was employed in a dry goods store for about 
three years. He learned the plumber trade with the 
firm of J. & F. W. Ridgeway, later becoming a partner 
in the business. On the death of the Ridgeways he con- 
tinued the business alone, and later as the head of the 
firm of Herman H. Russ & Sons. Mr. Russ was located 
in the same place of business in Albany for over sixty 
years. In politics he was a Democrat. He served as 
street commissioner of Albany under Mayors John Boyd 
Thacher and Edward A. Maher. He was a Thirty- 
Third Degree Mason, receiving the degree in the Su- 
preme Council of the Northern Jurisdiction in 1883. He 
joined Ancient City Lodge No. 452 in 1868, Temple 
Chapter No. 5 in the same year, was high priest in 1874, 
and was its treasurer for twenty-seven years. He was 
knighted in Temple Commandery No. 2 in 1869, and 
was elected grand treasurer of the Grand Chapter of 
the State of New York in 1885, which position he held 
at the time of his death. Mr. Russ became a member 
of DeWitt Clinton Council in 1870. In 1854 he married 
Miss Catherine Moore, who died in 1892. Mr. Russ 
died January 11, 1908.

REUBEN DE WITT MUNGER 



Pioneer business man of Oswego, was born at 
Clinton, N. Y., November 10, 1802, only son of Elisha 
and Isura (Thompson) Carrington. He attended Hart- 
wick Academy, later became a clerk in a store at 
Utica, and before he became of age was in business 
for himself. In [826 he located at Oswego, where 
for many years he was a hardware merchant and a 
manufacturer of axes and machinery. Mr. Carrington 
eventually became one of the largest grain operators 
in western New York, and in 1848 built a grain ele- 
vator with a capacity of 350,000 bushels. At one time 
he was a partner with Myron Pardee in a flour mill 
on the Varrick Canal, and with Mr. Pardee bought 
that canal from Abraham Varrick. its builder. Mr. 
Carrington was the owner of the Marine Railway, for 
the repair of large vessels, and this he afterward re- 
placed with a large drydock. He virtually built the 
first railroad to Oswego, the Oswego and Syracuse, 
and of this road he later became president, continuing 
as such until it was leased to the D.. L. & W. Com- 
pany. He was one of the organizers, and was later 
president, of the Riverside Cemetery Association. In 
his early twenties Mr. Carrington married Louisa, 
daughter of Major Shute of Revolutionary fame. They 
had two children, both of whom died in infancy. Mr. 
Carrington died August 25, 1875. at the age of seventy- 
four years. 



Methodist clergyman, was born at Ithaca, N. Y., 
August 26, 1837; received his early education at Wat- 
kins, N. Y., and was graduated from Genesee College 
in 186 1. He received the degree of A. M. from this 
institution, and also from Syracuse University in 1872. 
He later received the degree of D. D. Dr. Munger's 
first charge was at Big Flatts, N. Y. ; and he subse- 
quently tilled pastorates at Havana, South Sodus, 
Painted Post, Dansville, Addison, East Bloomfield, the 
North Avenue Church.. Rochester; at Palmyra, the 
Wall Street Church, Auburn; the State Street Method- 
ist Church, Ithaca; at Waterloo and at Geneva. From 
1893 to 1898 he was presiding elder of the Auburn 
District, and of Elmira District from 1898 to 1903. He 
was a delegate to the General Conference in 1896. For 
nine years he was a trustee of the General Wesleyan 
Seminary. In 1895 he was elected a member of the 
Board of Trustees of Syracuse University, and served 
as such until his death. During war times Mr. Munger 
became a member of the National Guard of the State, 
£nd was commissioned a captain in 1865. He was a 
member of the New York State Historical Society. On 
September 2, 1863, he married Estelle Hinman, of Ha- 
vana, Schuyler County. There are two sons: George 
G., of Syracuse, and James D., of Roslyn, Wash. Dr. 
Munger died March 11, 1909. 



LUKE KAVAXAUGH 

Manufacturer and inventor, was born at Rath- 
farnum, near Dublin, Ireland, March 29, 1828. Like 
many another who has attained success, he received his 
education " o'er the forge's heat and ashes, near the 
engine's iron head, where the rapid shuttle flashes and 
the spindle twirls its thread." W hen eight years of age 
he removed to Leeds, Yorkshire, England, where one 
year later he went to work clipping teasels in a broad- 
cloth mill. At the age of fifteen he commenced to 
learn the trade of machinist at Hull, England, and in 
1854 came to America, where he found his first employ- 
ment, installing the machinery of the Clifton Knitting 
Company at Cohoes, N. Y. He was then for five years 
engaged in the manufacture of telegraph instruments 
and in i860 entered the employ of Gage, Campbell & 
Company, at Waterford. He remained with that con- 
cern until June 10, 1862. when he commenced the manu- 
facture of knitting burrs, an invention which revolu- 
tionized the knitting industry of the country. In 1886 
he organized the Kavanaugh Knitting Company of 
Waterford, with his sons, Charles H., George W., 
Frederick W. and Horatio S. Kavanaugh, as partners, 
the last of whom died August 29, 1899. Of this com- 
pany Mr. Kavanaugh was treasurer. Mr. Kavanaugh 
died January 24, 1909. 



JOHN J. McWILLIAMS 

President of the Niagara Lithograph Company, of 
Buffalo, was born in Orange County, June 16, 1842, 
After attending the public schools and Roberts' private 
school at Elmira he was graduated from the State Nor- 
mal School at Albany in i860. He then taught school 
at Elmira and for a time was in the employ of the First 
National Bank of that place. In 1869 he removed to 
Buffalo, where he entered the office of the coal depart- 
ment of the Delaware and Lackawanna Railroad Com- 
pany, and ten years later was appointed its western 
sales agent, a position he occupied until 1903. Mr. Mc- 
Williams was one of the organizers of the Niagara 
Lithograph Company in 1896, and has been its president 
since that time. He is a trustee of the Erie County 
Savings Bank, vice-president of the Buffalo Orphan 
Asylum, member and former president of the Buffalo 
Chamber of Commerce, and a member of the Buffalo, 
the Ellicott and the Oakfield Clubs. He has for many 
years taken an active interest in Y. M. C. A. work and 
has filled the office of treasurer of the Buffalo Y. M.

EDWIN ROSS THOMAS 



Real estate and insurance broker, and former State 
Senator from the Sixteenth Senatorial District, was 
born in New York City, August 25, 1863. He attended 
the public schools, and began active life as a newsboy 
in the streets of the Metropolis. He continued in the 
newspaper business and in time became superintendent 
of the " Evening Sun," a position he filled for five years. 
He was later for ten years superintendent of the " Even- 
ing Telegram." He resigned the latter position in 1900 
in order to become a member of the firm of Hyman & 
McCall, real estate and insurance brokers at 13 Park 
Row, of which firm he is still a member. For a number 
of years Mr. McCall has taken an active interest in 
politics.

pany, of which he was president. In 1876 Mr. Post 
enlisted in the National Guard of New York State as 
a private in Company A, 48th Regiment; attained the 
rank of major, winning honors at Creedmore as cham- 
pion military marksman of the United States for the 
year 1880. Mr. Post was one of the incorporators of 
the Oswego Street Railway Company in 1885, of the 
Home Electric Light Company in 1886, and of the 
Ontario Telephone Company in 1897.

Physician and surgeon, was born in the town of 
Livingston, Columbia County, N. Y., May 14, 1850.

He then spent two years as resident 
physician and surgeon of a hospital in Kings County, 
and in 1877 located at Hudson, where he carried on the 
practice of his profession until his death.

He taught school for two years in Vermont and remov- 
ing to New York State in 1859 was for seven years a 
teacher in the public schools and in the village academy 
at Whitehall. He then taught for four years in the 
Union School at Cohoes. In 1870 he removed to Albany 
to become principal of Public School No. 12, which 
position he still retains. Professor Packer is especially 
proud of his New England ancestry, his grandparents 
being prominent residents of Northern Vermont.

ASHER B. EVANS 



Lawyer and former County Judge of Columbia 
County, was born at Montgomery, Orange County, 
N. Y., September 26, 1810, son of Charles and Ann 
(Crist) Newkirk. He attended school at Montgomery, 
and later read law in the office of his uncle, Abraham 
Crist, at Brooklyn. He practiced law at Joliet, 111., for 
three years, but in 1842, having been admitted to the 
bar of New York, he removed to Hudson, and there 
formed a law partnership with Allen Jordan. After the 
retirement of Mr. Jordan from active practice, Judge 
Newkirk practiced alone until July, 1867, when he 
formed a partnership with A. Frank B. Chace, under 
the name of Newkirk & Chace, which continued until 
1889. In 1850 he was elected District Attorney of Co- 
lumbia County, and served for three years. In 1859 he 
was elected to the office of County Judge of Columbia 
County. When the Columbia County Bar was organ- 
ized, in 1878, Judge Newkirk was elected its first vice- 
president. Judge Newkirk was active in church work, 
and for forty-six years was a member and officer of the 
Hudson Reformed Church. He was for a time super- 
intendent of its Sunday School. On October 3. 1842, he 
was married to Miss Maria O'Neill, a resident of Brook- 
lyn, and a native of Montgomery, Orange County. 
Judge Newkirk died April 1, 1890. 



For many years principal of the Lockport Union 
School, was born at Hector, N. Y M September 21, 1834. 
He taught school and prepared for college at various 
preparatory schools from 185 1 to 1858. After attend- 
ing the University of Rochester for a time, he entered 
Madison, now Colgate, University, from which he was 
graduated in i860. He was principal of the Nunda 
Literary Institute from i860 to 1864. was principal of 
the Penfield Academy in 1864 and 1865. and of the Wil- 
son Collegiate Institute in 1865 and 1866. In the latter 
year he was selected as principal of the Lockport Union 
School, which position he held until his death. Pro- 
fessor Evans was acknowledged to be a man of great 
intellectual strength, his scholarly attainments embrac- 
ing wide fields of research. He was one of the ablest 
mathematicians of his day, his ability to solve the most 
abstruse problems being fully recognized in this coun- 
try and in Europe. He was deeply interested in the 
sciences, particularly botany, geology and mineralogy. 
The University of Rochester, in 1864, conferred upon 
him the honorary degree of Master of Arts. He was a 
fellow of the American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science, and a member of the New York 
Mathematical Society. On May 13, 1869, he married 
Sarah Elizabeth Haines of Lockport, N. Y. Professor 
Evans died at his home in Lockport, September 24. 1891. 



ASA WESTON TWITCHELL 

Painter, was born at Swanzcy, N. H., January I, 
1820. In 1838 he removed with his parents to Lansing- 
burg, N. Y. In 1 841 he located in Albany and opened 
a studio. Like his friend Palmer, the sculptor, he began 
his career without a teacher, and his wonderful success 
was due entirely to his own genius and his painstaking 
application. He painted portraits of hundreds of dis- 
tinguished personages of the United States, many of 
them governors of the State of New York and judges 
of the higher courts of the State. In the Executive 
Chamber at Albany are samples of the work of his 
brush in portraits of Governors Young, Fish, Hunt, 
Clark, Seymour and Tilden ; in the Court of Appeals 
room of Judges Ira Harris. Amasa J. Parker, Miller, 
Jones, Hand, Gardner and Hunt, while in the State 
Library are portraits of Chancellor Picrson, Governors 
Marcy and Fenton and Chancellor Walworth. In the 
Albany Female Academy may be seen his portrait of 
Chief Justice Field, whi'e the Albany Medical College 
possesses his portrait of Dr. March. Mr. Twitchell 
made a worldwide reputation also as a landscape artist. 
On January 3, 1841, he married Miss Nancy Simons, of 
Lansingburg. Mr. Twitchell died April 26, 1904. 



SAMUEL W. JACKSON 

Lawyer, for many years a leading member of the 
Schenectady County Bar, was born at Palatine, Mont- 
gomery County, June 28, 1821. His father, Allan H. 
Jackson, a civil engineer, was a graduate of West 
Point. His grandfather, Samuel Jackson, was a native 
of England, and came to this country about 1775 and 
served as colonel of one of the New York regiments 
of militia in the War of 1812. His mother was a 
daughter of Rev. Winslow Paige and a sister of Hon. 
Alonzo C. Paige, of Schenectady. Samuel W. Jack- 
son was graduated from Union College in 18L42, was 
admitted to the bar in 1843, and practiced law from 
1843 to 1850 at Gilboa, Schoharie County, and subse- 
quently in the city of New York. He removed to 
Schenectady in 1858, where he thereafter resided, and 
carried on the practice of his profession. In 1872 he 
was appointed by Governor Hoffman a Justice of the 
Supreme Court to fill the unexpired term of E. H. 
Rosekrans. In 1873 he was appointed and served as 
a member of the Constitutional Commission which 
was organized under the law passed in 1872. He was 
Schenectady counsel for the New York Central and 
Hudson River Railroad for more than forty years. On 
April 23, 1862, he married Miss Louisa Potter, niece 
of Judge Piatt Potter. Judge Jackson died April 2, 
1908.

WILLIAM SIMON 



Farmer and business man, was born at Stuyvesant 
Falls, Columbia County, N. Y., March 6. 1848, son of 
Abram J. and Margaret Christina (Schultz) Mesick. 
He attended the Rhinebeck Academy, and leaving school 
at the age of seventeen years, worked for several years 
thereafter on his father's farm at Stuyvesant Falls and 
later at Claverack. In 1878 he purchased a farm of his 
own. Mr. Mesick not only stands high as an agricul- 
turalist, but is also identified with the financial, social 
and fraternal activities of Columbia County. He is a 
director of the Farmers' National Bank of Hudson, is 
vice-president of the Columbia Turnpike Company, and 
president of the Claverack Board of Education, in 
which position he has served since 1902. He is a past 
master of Claverack Grange No. 934, Patrons of Hus- 
bandry; is secretary and treasurer of Claverack Tent 
No. 810, Order of the Maccabees, and is a member of 
Hudson Lodge No. 7, F. and A. M. He is a member 
of the Reformed Church of Claverack.

Four years later he 
secured a controlling interest and in 1894 became sole 
owner of the business, the name being changed to the 
William Simon Brewery. Mr. Simon is a director cf 
the Citizens' Bank of Buffalo and of the Eastern Sav- 
ings Bank. He was for six years president of the 
German Hospital, is a life member of the Buffalo 
Orpheus Singing Society, and a member of the ElHcott 
and Park Clubs.

Analytical chemist, was born at Albany, N. Y., Oc- 
tober 31, 1849; was graduated from the Albany Academy 
in 1866, and from the Albany Medical College in 1870. 
with the degree of M. D. ; received honorary degree of 
Ph. D. from Union College and Ph. G. from Albany 
College of Pharmacy in 1882. A founder of the Albany 
College of Pharmacy in 1881, he has since been its pro- 
fessor of chemistry, dean of the faculty since 1883, and 
a trustee since 1898. Assistant professor of chemistry, 
Albany Medical College, 1871-74, he was later adjunct 
professor materia-medica and chemistry and professor 
of inorganic chemistry and toxicology, and is now pro- 
fessor of chemistry and toxicology; has been registrar 
of the faculty of the Albany Medical College since 1882, 
and a member of the board of governors of Union 
University since 1884. He was professor of chemistry, 
Albany High School, 1876-87; member board of an- 
alysts, State Board of Health, 1881 ; director State 
Board of Health laboratory, 1891-1901; director Bureau 
of Chemistry, State Department of Health, 1901-1907; 
member Board of Examiners, University S. N. Y., 1882- 
1891 ; member medical council of same, 1901-1904. He 
married May Newman, September 17.

Manufacturer, was born near Belfast, County

GEORGE WOLLAGE PRATT 



Lawyer, was born at Palmyra, N. Y., November 
i, 1828, son of Dr. Alexander and Ann (Beckwith) 
Mclntyre. Admitted to the bar in 1851, he eventually 
became one of the most prominent lawyers in the 
State, being active in practice in Wayne County for 
upwards of fifty years. In 1863, he enlisted in Com- 
pany A, 1 nth New York Volunteers, was quickly pro- 
moted for gallant work to first lieutenant, and, later, 
captain. In May 1864, he was commissioned adjutant, 
and was assigned to duty on Morris Island. He was 
afterward made major and retired with that rank. He 
was mustered out of the service August 9, 1865. Mr. 
Mclntyre was for several years president of the 111th 
Regiment organization, and for thirty-five years com- 
mander of James A. Garfield Post, G. A. R., of Pal- 
myra. He was active in the Presbyterian Church, and 
for twenty-five years was superintendent of its Sunday 
School. He was a member of the New York State 
Bar Association and of the Wayne County Bar Asso- 
ciation, and of the latter he was President for several 
years. On March 1, i860, he married Ann Eliza, only 
daughter of Dr. Charles G. Pomeroy, of Newark. Mrs. 
Mclntyre, a beautiful and accomplished woman, died 
January 6, 1893. Of their children, Anna May is the 
wife of George S. Bush; Edith P. is the wife of Dr. 
William J. Bott. Mr. Mclntyre died June 2, 1906. 



Editor, born at May's Mills, near Penn Yan, N. Y.. 
April 17, 1 82 1, son of Joel B. and Cerinthia (Wollage) 
Pratt, who removed to Corning, N. Y., in 1834. He 
was graduated from Geneva Medical College in 1845, 
and for several years practiced medicine at Corning 
and at Marshall, Mich. While at the latter place he 
was for over a year editor of the Marshall " States- 
man.'' In July, 185 1, he became editor and part pro- 
prietor of the Corning ••Journal." and two years later 
its sole owner. He continued as the editor of the 
" Journal " until his death in Corning on October 3, 
1906, his editorial career covering a period of more 
than fifty-five years. In September, 1891, he established 
the Corning Daily " Journal." He was one of the 
founders of the Republican Party, being a delegate to 
and vice-president of the first Republican State Con- 
vention, held in 1855 at Syracuse. He was Postmaster 
of Corning, 1872- 1877, and again 1800- 1894. He was 
a member of the first Board of Managers of the St. 
Lawrence State Hospital for the Insane, Ogdensburg. 
On September 19, 1846, he married Helen Melvina 
Hayt, of Patterson, N. Y., who died April 4, 1880. Of 
six children born to them three survive: George Ed- 
win Pratt and Ransom Pratt, both of Berkeley, Cal.; 
and Harry Hayt Pratt, now editor of the Coming Daily 
" Journal " and Postmaster of Corning. 



IRA L. JONES 

Physician and surgeon, was born in the town of 
Vernon, Oneida County, N. Y., September 30, 1832, 
son of Isaac I. and Betsy (Campbell) Jones. He at- 
tended the district schools of his native town, and for 
a short time was a student at Mexico Academy. He 
studied medicine in the office of Drs. ChaDin and Betts, 
at Pulaski; and after a course of study at the American 
College of Medicine, Cincinnati, Ohio, began the prac- 
tice of medicine at Pulaski. In 1862 he entered the 
Medical Department of the University of Buffalo, and 
was graduated in 1864 with the degree of M. D. Since 
1866 he has been actively engaged in the practice of 
his profession at Minetto. Dr. Jones has for years 
taken an active interest in politics. He was for three 
terms Supervisor of the town of Oswego. For seven- 
teen years he was postmaster of the village, has for 
many years been a member of its Board of Education, 
and for several years has been president of the Board. 
He is a member of the Oswego County Medical So- 
ciety, and of the Central New York Medical Associa- 
tion. He is a member and trustee of the Minetto 
Methodist Church. In September, 1857, he married 
May J. Porter, daughter of Albert Porter, of Pulaski.

WILLIAM HENRY SLINGERLAND 

Civil engineer, was born at Onisquatha, Albany 
County, N. Y., November 13, 1820. He attended the 
district school, a select school and the Albany Academy. 
He located the Albany and Susquehanna Railroad from 
Albany to Cobleskill at a saving of $600,000 to the 
company over a former survey, and in recognition of 
this service the name of Slirgerlands was given to the 
village station on the line of that road. He was colonel 
of the 150th Regiment nine years; division judge advo- 
cate in 1848; later enrollment officer of Albany County; 
United States Loan Commissioner in 1856 and Member 
of Assembly in 1880. In 1888 he was appointed by the 
Assembly to examine and report on the condition of the 
capitol stone ceiling. His report that it was in a dan- 
gerous condition and his recommendation that it be 
removed at once met with contradiction and opposition, 
but the ceiling was removed as a consequence of his 
report. Although eighty-seven years of age he has 
devoted several years and a considerable sum of money 
to furnish pure and wholesome water for four villages 
in Albany county, an improvement of inestimable va ue 
to the inhabitants. In 1842 he married Miss Elizabeth 
Wayne, who died in 1867. In 1868 he married Miss 
Maria Whitbeck. His address is Slingerlands, Albany

GEORGE EUGENE PRIEST 



Clergyman, was born in Boston, Mass., November 
29, 185 1. He prepared for college in the public schools 
of his native city, and in 1870 entered Wesleyan Uni- 
versity, graduating therefrom in 1874. He then pur- 
sued a three years' course in Boston Theological 
Seminary and entered the Troy Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church in 1877. His first appoint- 
ment was Bath-on-the- Hudson, where he remained 
until 1880. His successive charges after that were 
Stillwater, 1880-1883; Hoosick Falls, 1883-1886; Ball- 
ston Spa, 1886-1889; Cambridge, 1889-1891; Plattsburg. 
1891-1895; First Church, Albany, 1895-1900. In 1900 
he was appointed presiding elder of the Albany Dis- 
trict and served until 1906, when he became pastor of 
the church at Mechanicville. He was a regularly 
elected delegate to the General Conference held in 
Los Angeles, Cal., in 1904, and by this body was 
appointed a member of the General Committees of 
the church. In the same year he received the degree 
of D. D. from Syracuse University. He was married 
May 14, 1878, to Miss Frances C. Saxe, of Medford, 
Mass., and has two children, Elizabeth F. and Frank- 
lin R. Mrs. Stevens died March 18, 1888. On Sep- 
tember 7, 1909, he was married to Mrs. Nellie J.

Editor and former State Tax Commissioner, was 
born at Auburn, N. Y., June 25, 1848. He was educated 
in the public schools and the Academy at Auburn. 
He afterwards removed to Ithaca, where he read law 
for several years, but, preferring newspaper work, 
did not apply for admission to the bar. In 1876, with 
another, he purchased the Ithaca Journal, in which 
he retains ownership and direction. In 1899 Governor 
Roosevelt appointed Mr. Priest one of the commission- 
ers who were to administer the special franchise tax 
law. Of this board Mr. Priest was chosen president 
He continued in that capacity, having been reappointed 
commissioner in 1902 by Governor Odell, until 1905. 
The special franchise tax, the application of which 
devolved upon Mr. Priest and his two colleagues, has 
been unanimously sustained by the Court of Appeals, 
and was later fully confirmed by the Supreme Court 
of the United States. Finding that official duties took 
up most of his time, Mr. Priest installed another in 
his editorial chair in 1899, but resumed it in 1905. 
The modernization of the city of Ithaca is largely 
credited to the editorial work of Mr. Priest. Mrs. 
Priest was the youngest daughter of the late Joseph 
Burritt, a founder and leading merchant of Ithaca.

CHARLES VISSCHER WINNE 

Paymaster of the Delaware and Hudson Company, 
was born at the Bleecker homestead, New Scotland, 
Albany County, N. Y., January 27, 1849, a son of the 
late Dr. N. V. Winne. He attended the Albany Boys' 
Academy, and in 1871 entered the engineering corps of 
the Delaware and Hudson Canal Company. In 1872 he 
was appointed assistant paymaster, and in June, 1891, 
was made paymaster of the road. Mr. Winne was 
formerly president of the Albany Young Men's Asso- 
ciation and vice-president and acting president of the 
Albany Institute and Historical and Art Society. He 
was for ten years treasurer and three years president 
of the Albany City Homeopathic Hospital and for thir- 
teen years has been treasurer of the Albany Country 
Club.

JAMES TEN EYCK 

President of the Home Savings Bank, at Albany, 
N. Y., was born in that city February 16, 1840. He 
attended the Albany Academy, and in 1855 was gradu- 
ated from Burlington (N. J.) College. In 1857 he 
entered the employ of Bacon & Stickneys, dealers in 
coffee and spices, Albany. On March 1, 1865. he was 
taken into partnership, and on the death of Mr. Bacon 
he became senior member of the firm. Mr. Ten Eyck 
is the oldest Thirty-third Degree Mason in Albany, and 
has been actively identified with the fraternity since 
his initiation in Masters' Lodge No. 5, on November 
23, 1863.

In 1890 he began 
the manufacture of bicycles and continued until 1906, 
when the Pierce Cycle Company was organized with 
his son, Percy P., as president. The manufacture of 
automobiles was commenced by Mr. Pierce in 1900, and 
was carried on until 1906, when that branch of the busi- 
ness was taken over by the George X. Pierce Company. 
The present plant, which covers about six acres, is 
equipped with all modern conveniences for the health 
and comfort of its many employes, and is one of the 
most thoroughly equipped automobile factories in the 
world.

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THE OLD STATE CAPITOL. 



The Old Capitol stood in little Capitol Park at the head of State 
Street and just east of the present State Capitol. It was a pretentious 
edifice for those times and was erected at a cost of $i 10,000, of which 
the city of Albany paid $34,000, Albany county $3,000, and the State 
the remainder. The corner-stone was laid with appropriate cere- 
monies April 23, 1806, the building being first occupied by the 
Senate and Assembly in special session November 1, 1808. It was 
a substantial stone structure, fifty feet in height, and was faced with 
freestone. At the front was a portico of the Ionic order, while the 
edifice was surmounted by a circular cupola, twenty feet in diameter, 
the dome of which supported a statue of Themis, facing eastward 
and holding a sword in her right hand and a balance in her left, 
In addition to the State Legislature, the city and county officials of 
Albany met in the Capitol until the City Hall was erected in 1831. 
In 1878 the legislature removed to the New Capitol and the old 
building was torn down five years later. 
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DAVID MAXSON GREENE 

Civil engineer, was born in the town of Brunswick, 
Rensselaer County, N. Y., July 8, 1832. He was a 
graduate of the Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute, and 
was employed by the United States in various engineer- 
ing positions until 1862, when he was made assistant 
professor of natural and experimental philosophy and 
instructor in steam engineering at the United States 
Naval Academy. He was later assistant to the chief 
of the bureau of engineering of the navy department, 
and in May, 1868, was made principal assistant engi- 
neer in charge of the survey for the extension of the 
Albany, N. Y., water-works. In January, 1874, he 
was appointed division engineer of the eastern division 
of the State canals, and in July of the same year was 
made deputy State engineer. In August, 1878, he was 
elected a director of the Rensselaer Polytechnic Insti- 
tute and professor of geodesy and hydraulic engineering, 
resigning in 1891. He then became consulting engineer 
for the Arnold Print Works at North Adams. Mass., a 
position he held for many years. He was a director 
of the Troy City National Bank, and of the Citizens' 
Steamboat Company. On January 31, 1855, he was 
married at Adams, N. Y., to Maria N. Skinner, 
daughter of the late Judge Calvin Skinner. Mr. Greene 
died November 9, 1905. 



THOMAS M. A. RURKE 

Roman Catholic Bishop of Albany, was born in 
Ireland, January 10, 1840, and moved, in childhood, 
with his parents to Utica, N. Y., where he attended the 
academy of the Christian Brothers, afterwards studying 
at St. Michael's College, Toronto, and St. Charles Col- 
lege, Maryland, from which latter institution he was 
graduated in 1861. His theological course was made at 
St. Mary's Seminary, Baltimore, where he was ordained 
priest June 30. 1864. His first assignment was as assist- 
ant at St. John's, Albany. He was appointed assistant 
at St. Joseph's, Albany, April 4, 1865, and pastor of the 
same church in 1874. March 4, 1887 he was appointed 
Vicar-Gereral of the Diocese of Albany by the late 
Bishop McNeirny and succeeded the latter as Bishop 
of Albany in 1894. He was consecrated July 1 of that 
year by Most Rev. Archbishop Corrigan of New York. 
The diocese of which Bishop Burke is the head has 
a Roman Catholic population of 193,535- It has 169 
churches, 59 stations, 52 chapels, two colleges, three 
seminaries for young ladies, nine orphan asylums, 
47 parochial schools, two industrial schools, three 
hospitals, etc. Bishop Burke was made Knight of the 
Holy Sepulchre by the late Pope Leo XIII in 1890. 
After his consecration as Bishop he was made a Knight 
of the Grand Cross of Jerusalem. He has made 
frequent visits to Rome, where he is well acquainted 
with the higher church authorities. Bishop Burke's 
address is 225 Madison Avenue, Albany. 



PATRICK HENRY McCARREN 

Lawyer, late State Senator (1890-1893, 1896-1909), 
was born at East Cambridge, Mass., July 12, 1849, son 
of Owen and Mary (McCusker) McCarren and was 
graduated from the Brooklyn, N. Y., public schools in 
1862. He learned the cooper's trade and followed that 
occupation until thirty years of age, when he com- 
menced the study of law with Anthony Barrett, at 
Brooklyn. In 1893 he was admitted to the bar, and 
entered upon the practice of his profession. He was 
elected to the State Assembly in 1881 and was twice 
re-elected. He was elected to the Senate in 1889 and 
re-elected in 1891. He was again elected in 1895 and 
thereafter represented his district in that body until 
his death. In 1897 ho was a member of the Joint Trust 
Investigating Commission of the Legislature. It is 
largely through Senator McCarren's efforts that free 
text-books are now supplied in the public schools, and 
he was particularly active in securing the passage of 
the law providing for a second bridge across the East 
river. Senator McCarren ^as a member of the Demo- 
cratic State Committee from 1886 until his death. He 
was a member of the B. P. O. E. and of the Knights 
of Columbus ; Manhattan Club, of New York ; Demo- 
cratic Club, of New York; Kings County Democratic 
Club, and of the Brooklyn Club. In June, 1877, he 
married Miss Katie Hogan, daughter of John Hogan, 
of Brooklyn. Senator McCarren died October 22, 1909. 



WILLARD BARTLETT 

Associate Judge of the Court of Appeals, was born 
at Uxbridge, Mass., October 14, 1846, a son of William 
O. and Agnes E. H. (Willard) Bartlett. He was 
graduated from Columbia College in 1869, having been 
graduated from the University Law School in 1868. 
He received the honorary degree of LL. D. from Ham- 
ilton CoPege in 1894 and from the University of the 
City of New York and Columbia University in 1904. 
From 1869 to 1883 he practiced law in conjunction with 
the Hon. Elihu Root. In 1883 he was elected a Justice 
of the Supreme Court and was re-elected in 1897. He 
served as a justice of the General Term of the 
Supreme Court, New York City, from 1887 to 1889. In 
1896 he was designated a Justice of the Appellate 
Division of the Supreme Court and served until 1905. 
when he was appointed by Governor Higgins an Asso- 
ciate Judge of the Court of Appeals. Since 1898 he 
has been professor of Medical Jurisprudence at the 
Long Island College Hospital. Judge Bartlett is a 
member of the Sons of the Revolution, Society of 
Colonial Wars, University and Century Gubs, New 
York; Brooklyn and Hamilton Clubs, Brooklyn. He 
married Mary Fairbanks Buffum, October 26, 1870. 
Judge Bartlett resides at 21 Pierrepont Street, 
Brooklyn. 
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ANTHONY AUGUSTUS PEEBLES 



GEORGE CORDELL TAYLOR 



Banker, was horn at Lansingburgh, now a part of 
the city of Troy. X. Y., January IQ, 1822. a son of Ger- 
rit and Maria (Van Schaick) Peebles, the latter being 
a member of the family from which Van Schaick's 
Island takes its name. He was educated in a private 
school at Stockbridge. Mass. Mr. Peebles was one of 
the founders of the People's Bank of Troy, and was a 
director of that institution from the time of its organi- 
zation until his death. He was at one time a member of 
the Board of Supervisors of Rensselaer County, repre- 
senting the town of Lansingburgh. He was greatly 
interested in fine horses, and was the owner of some of 
the best in the country. Coming as he did from one 
of the oldest families in the neighborhood, his maternal 
ancestors having been the early settlers of the island 
now known as Peebles' Island, he naturally took a deep 
interest in antiques, and was a connoisseur of rare old 
furniture and other relics of bygone times, of which he 
possessed a rare and valuable collection. On July 7, 
1S62, he married Mary Louise Parmetee, better known 
under the pseudonym of Lynde Palmer, and who is the 
author of several well known works, including " The 
Little Captain," 14 The Magnet Series." " Two Blizzards," 
" Where Honor Leads," "A Question of Honor," etc. 
Mr. Peebles died February 27, 1905. 



Late President of the village of Fairport and manu- 
facturer of proprietary medicines, was born in Cato, 
now Meridian, Cayuga County, X. Y., September 20, 
1835, son of Alonzo L. and Lona (Potter) Taylor. His 
father, who was born in Norwalk, Conn., learned the 
trade of a hatter; and when a young man removed to 
Auburn, and still later to Cato. where he engaged in 
the hat business. In 1848 he removed to Ira Hill, 
where during the latter years of his life, he was en- 
gaged in the manufacture of patent medicines. He 
served as constable and deputy sheriff for fourteen 
years. George C. Taylor received a public school edu- 
cation; and on his father's death in May, 1861, suc- 
ceeded to the business established by the latter several 
years before. In 1868 he removed to Fairport, where he 
subsequently resided. By 1871 his business had in- 
creased to a marked extent, and in addition to the 
manufacture of patent medicines, consisted of the pro- 
duction and sale to the trade of a variety of proprie- 
tary articles and preparations. In 1862 he married Miss 
Wealthy A. Fuller, of Springboro, Crawford Count}', 
Pa. For his second wife he married Miss Minnie Bur- 
chaskie, of Fairport, December 29, 1907. He was a 
liberal supporter of church and charitable work. Mr. 
Taylor died February 13, 1909. 



CHARLES R. KNOWLES 

Attorney and insurance manager, was born at 
Riverhead, L. I., May 16, 1839. He was educated at 
the Riverhead Seminary and Greenville Academy. He 
engaged in the insurance business in Washington, D. C, 
and afterward studied law at Potsdam, N. Y., being 
admitted to the bar in 1867. When the Civil War began 
he organized a company of infantry at Potsdam of 
which he was chosen captain. He served with the 92d 
Regiment, X. Y. S. Vols., and entered the naval service 
as judge advocate of the Mississippi squadron on the 
staff of Rear Admiral Lee. At the close of the war he 
removed to Albany, and in 1868 organized the New 
York State Department of the old Insurance Company 
of North America, the Pennsylvania Fire Insurance 
Company and Philadelphia Underwriters. In 1879 he 
was elected Member of Assembly. He was president of 
the City Safe Deposit Company and of the Fairvievv 
1 lome for Friendless Children, trustee of the Albany 
City Savings Bank, and a governor and vice-president 
of the Albany Hospital. He was one of the organizers 
and the first president of the Albany Club, and was a 
member of the Fort Orange Club. In 1862 Mr. Knowles 
married Miss Elizabeth Gilbert, of Albany. Mr. 
Knowles died July 4, 1907. 



CHARLES H. GAUS 

Druggist, former Mayor of Albany, and former 
Comptroller of the State of New York, was born at 
Zanesville, Ohio, September 1, 1840. In 1842 he re- 
moved with his parents to Brooklyn, where he was edu- 
cated. In 1857 he engaged in the retail drug business 
at Albany. In 1864 and 1865 he was in charge of the 
medical stores on Hart's Island, New York harbor. 
In 1880 he enlisted in Company K, Tenth Regiment, 
N. G. N. Y., and in October, 1884, was appointed 
inspector of rifle practice for the Tenth Battalion, and 
later of the Third Brigade, with the rank of major. 
He four times won the Wimbledon cup, an international 
trophy, presented to the National Rifle Association of 
America by the National Rifle Association of Great 
Britain. In 1800 Major Gaus won the military cham- 
pionship of the United States for rifle practice. A 
Republican in politics he was Supervisor of the Thir- 
teenth Ward in 1874-75, member of the Board of Public 
Instruction for five years and its president for one year. 
On August 20, 1894, he was appointed Street Commis- 
sioner by Mayor Wilson. He was elected Mayor of 
Albany in 1901 and was re-elected in 1903, 1905 and 
1007. He was elected State Comptroller in 1908. He 
was a Thirty-second Degree Mason, and a member of 
the Fort Orange and the Albany Clubs. In 1869 he 
married Miss Kirchner, of Troy. Comptroller Gaus 
died October 31, 1909.

PENDENNIS WHITE 



Manufacturer and banker, was born at Mobile, Ala., 
March 21, 1865. He attended private schools at Mobile, 
Salisbury, Md., and New York City, and prepared for 
college at Columbia Grammar School, New York. He 
entered the Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute, Troy, in 
1882, graduating in 1886 with the degree of B. S. Dur- 
ing the same year he built an electric light plant at 
Mobile, Ala., and two years later became connected with 
the Ludlow Valve Manufacturing Company, Troy, of 
which he is now director and president. He is also 
president of the Troy Public Library, the Troy Trust 
Company, the Troy Commercial Union Telephone Com- 
pany; trustee, Troy Savings Bank; trustee, Rensselaer 
Polytechnic Institute; trustee and president, Samaritan 
Hospital, of Troy ; director, National State Bank, Troy ; 
director, Troy Fire Proofing Company; director, The 
Trojan Laundry Company; director, Tim & Co., Troy; 
director of the Troy and Greenbush Railway Company;

From 1879 to 1885 
he was in the employ of the lumber firm of Gratwick, 
Smith & Fryer, at Otsego Lake, Mich., and at North 
Tonawanda, N. Y. In 1885 he engaged in business as 
a member of the firm of White & Ryder, later White, 
Ryder & Frost, with offices at Tonawanda and New 
York City.

Manufacturer and merchant, was born at Water- 
ford, Saratoga County, N. Y., May 22, 1862. He at- 
tended the public schools and the Water ford High 
School, and for a part of the time while at school was 
engaged with his father, Luke Kavanaugh, in the manu- 
facture of knitting machinery. He remained with him 
until 1884, when he went into business at Cohoes as a 
manufacturer and importer of trimmings for knit un- 
derwear, cotton cloths and yarns. He also operates a 
branch at Utica. In 1896 he was appointed to serve on 
Governor Morton's staff, with the rank of colonel. In 
the fall of the same year he was elected to the Assembly 
from Saratoga County by a plurality of about 4,500, the 
largest ever given a candidate on the county ticket in 
that county, and was re-elected in 1897 without opposi- 
tion. He is a director of the Audubon National Bank 
of New York. He was for several years president of 
the Cohoes City Club and is a member of the Fort 
Orange Club, Albany; Lotus and Arkright Clubs, New 
York City; Manufacturer's Club, Philadelphia; Water- 
ford Club, Waterford. He is a life member of all the 
Masonic bodies, the Troy Lodge of Elks, and the Navy 
League.

Manufacturer, was born at Huntington, Mass., June 
14, 1844, son of Garry Munson, descendant of Thomas 
Munson, one of the founders of New Haven, and Har- 
riet Lyman, descendant of Richard Lyman, one of the 
founders of Hartford. He received an academic educa- 
tion at Williston Seminary, Easthampton, Mass., and his 
business education at Boston. Mass., and Albany. He 
has been a manufacturer in Albany since March 1, 1867, 
with branches in New York, Boston and San Francisco, 
and employs nearly a thousand persons. He also owns 
the Massasoit Cotton Mills. Cohoes. He became trustee 
of the Home Savings Bank, Albany, in 1885, and later 
vice-president ; director National Exchange Bank, 1890. 
Mr. Munson is president of the Masonic Veteran Asso- 
ciation ; a trustee of the Albany Chamber of Commerce, 
of the Homeopathic Hospital and of the Madison 
Avenue Reformed Church ; member Fort Orange and 
Country Clubs, Historical Society, and various Masonic 
bodies, Albany; the Colonial, the Republican, and the 
Arkwright Clubs, New York ; the New England and the 
American Historic Preservation Societies.

1868, the son of James H. McDonough, a merchant of 
the Capital City.

He 
studied organ and the science of music with L. A. Du- 
Mouchel, of Albany, and piano with Dr. William Mason, 
of New York. In 1884 he was appointed organist of 
St. John's Church, Rensselaer, and has continued in 
that position ever since. He conducts a studio on North 
Pearl Street, Albany, where he teaches a class of piano 
pupils. He is supervisor of music in the public schools 
and St. John's Academy, Rensselaer. His compositions 
for the piano and of music for the Catholic Church 
have had wide circulation.

CHARLES PROTEUS STEIN METZ 

Educator and consulting engineer of the General 
Electric Company, was born at Breslau, Germany, April 
9, 1865. After courses in mathematics, the sciences and 
medicine at the University of Breslau. he studied 
national economy, as a result of which he became inter- 
ested in the controversy, then at its height, between 
the government and opposition parties, and, becoming 
involved in difficulties with the government, escaped 
to Zurich, Switzerland, where he studied mechanical 
engineering. In May, 1889, he removed to America and 
obtained employment with the Eickemeyer & Osterheld 
Manufacturing Company at Yonkers, N. Y. In 1893, 
when this firm was absorbed by the General Electric 
Company, Mr. Steinmet/. went to Lynn, Mass., then the 
headquarters of the concern, and later to Schenectady, 
N. Y. At his residence is an extensive laboratory, 
where much of his experimental work is carried on. 
Several hundreds of patents and copyrights are among 
the results of his investigations, among which are those 
for the magnetic and mercury arc lights. Since 1901 
he has been Professor of Electrical Engineering at 
Union University.

DANIEL HOLMES 



Was born at Chester, Conn., October 24, 1837, the 
son of Richard and Mary C. (Buck) Ely. He received 
a common school education at Chester and also at- 
tended the Deep River Academy. In 1853 he located 
at Binghamton, N. Y., where he obtained employment 
with Charles McKinney, dealer in general merchandise 
and coal. Later, with S. and E. P. McKinney, he 
formed a partnership in the grocery business, but with- 
drew in 1873 to establish the wholesale grocery house 
which still bears his name. Mr. Ely was always keenly 
alive to the civic welfare of his adopted city and con- 
tributed largely to all philanthropy and charities that 
appealed to him as worthy. For three years he served 
as a member of the Board of Education. Ely Park, 
embracing the major part of Mt. Prospect, was his 
gift to the city. He was actively identified with all 
worthy humanitarian projects. He was a liberal con- 
tributor to the Y. M. C. A. and a consistent member 
of the First Presbyterian Church. As a memorial to 
his father and mother he erected a library in his native 
town. On October 10, 1867, he married Mary, daughter 
of Elias Hawley, of Binghamton. Mrs. Ely died De- 
cember, 1908. There is one daughter, Clara May Ely. 
Mr. Ely's death occurred on May 5, 1909. 



Lawyer, was born at West Bloomfield, Ontario 
County, N. Y., September 11, 1828, son of Daniel 
Holmes and Susan (Hale Stuart) Holmes. His mater- 
nal grandfather, Thomas Haje, was a drummer boy at 
the Battle of Bunker Hill. He graduated from Yale 
University in 1848, received from the University of 
Rochester the degree of A. M., and in the fall of 1852 
was admitted to the bar. For over half a century Mr. 
Holmes has been actively engaged in the practice 01 
Law at Brockport. He was for thirty years justice of 
the peace of Brockport, and for twenty-five years was 
clerk of the village. He is a member of the New York 
State Bar Association, American Geographical Society, 
Sons of the American Revolution. American Red Cross 
Association, and is a member and senior warden of St. 
Luke's Episcopal Church, of Brockport. He is a 
member and past master of Monroe Lodge, No. 173,

JOHN MORGAN FRANCIS 

Diplomat, editor and founder of the Troy Daily 
Times, was born at Prattsburgh, N. Y., March 6, 1823. 
He served an apprenticeship at the printing trade on 
the Ontario Messenger, at Canandaigua, N. Y, and in 
1843, was engaged for editorial work on the Palmyra 
Sentinel. Subsequently he was associated with Hiram 
Humphrey in the editorship of the Rochester Daily 
Advertiser. In 1846 he removed to Troy and became 
the chief editor and part owner of the Northern Budget. 
He founded, on June 25, 1851, the Troy Daily Times, 
and it was soon recognized as one of the leading Repub- 
lican newspapers in the State. In 1867-68 Mr. Francis 
was a member of the New York State Constitutional 
Convention. In May, 1871, he was appointed by Presi- 
dent Grant, United States Minister to Greece, and re- 
mained in that position for three years. President 
Arthur appointed him Minister to Portugal, and in 1884 
he was promoted to be Envoy Extraordinary and Min- 
ister Plenipotentiary to Austria-Hungary. After his 
return to America Mr. Francis was elected one of the 
delegates-at-large to the Constitutional Convention, 
held in the State of New York in 1893, in which con- 
vention he was made chairman of the Committee on 
Preamble and Bill of Rights. Mr. Francis died June 
18, 1897, being succeeded by his son, Charles S. Francis, 
as the proprietor and editor of the Troy Daily Times. 



DANIEL LEONARD 

Merchant, was born at Agawam, Mass., October 3, 
1839. He was educated at West Springfield, Mass., 
and entered the Mechanics and Farmers Bank at 
Albany in 1854. In 1865 and 1866 he was engaged 
in the paper business at New York and in 1867 be- 
came a member of the firm of J. G. Cotrell & Com- 
pany, hatters and furriers at Albany, which, upon the 
death of J. G. Cotrell in 1878, was continued under 
the name of Cotrell & Leonard, Mr. Leonard's partner 
being the late Edgar Cotrell. This business is now 
carried on with Mr. Leonard's sons, Edgar C. and 
Gardner C. Leonard, as his partners.

Former Secretary of State, was born at Fort Ed- 
ward, Washington County, N. Y., and was educated 
in the public schools and at Fort Edward Collegiate 
Institute.

C. O'Brien, in the wholesale commission flour business 
at Plattsburg, which he carried on until 1897. He 
then formed a partnership with George C. Kellogg, 
known as the Dock and Coal Company. This concern 
is one of the most extensive flour, feed, grain and coal 
business enterprises in Northern New York. Mr. 
O'Brien was given the unanimous nomination for 
member of assembly by the Republicans of Clinton 
County in 1900, and was elected by a majority of 1,640. 
He was unanimously renominated in 1901 and re- 
elected by an increased majority. In 1902 he was 
elected Secretary of State, was renominated in 1904, 
and re-elected by a majority of 138,690, the highest 
vote given in the State, with the exception of that for 
President Roosevelt. He is president of the City 
National Bank, of Plattsburg, and of the Security 
Storage and Warehouse Company, of Albany. He is 
a charter member of Plattsburg Council, K. of C. ; is 
a member of the Catholic Club, of New York City, 
and of the Fort Orange Club, of Albany.

Lawyer, was born in the town of Onondaga, Onon-

CHARLES EDWARD HANAMAN 



Inventor and manufacturer, was born at Cam- 
bridge, Washington County, N. Y., April 8, 1859, son 
of Morrison and Mary E. (Robertson) McMillan. He 
received an academic education, and was thereafter 
engaged as a teacher and later as a manufacturer, but 
eventually devoted his entire time to experimenting in 
the construction of a typesetting machine. He per- 
fected this machine in 1894, removed to Ilion in 1884, 
where his machines were made by E. Remington & 
Sons, the gun manufacturers. Anticipating failure, the 
Remingtons named Mr. McMillan as one of the trus- 
tees to manage their business, and he was one of the 
organizers and the first president of the Remington 
Arms Company. Mr. McMillan is also the inventor 
of the McMillan Turbine Expansion Steam Engine, 
and of several devices used in the manufacture of 
loose leaf books. He is president of the McMillan 
Book Company, of Syracuse; vice-president and gen- 
eral manager of the McMillan Engine and Machine 
Company, Syracuse, and is a member of the Syracuse 
Chamber of Commerce, Century Club, Technology 
Club, Sedgwick Farm Club, all of Syracuse, and of 
the Fort Schuyler Club of Utica. On February 13, 
1889, he married Martha E., daughter of John De Witt 
Weaver, of Rochester. They have two daughters, 
Martha and Mary McMillan. Mr. McMillan resides 
at 512 James Street, Syracuse.

EDWARD ALLEN DURANT 

Grain merchant, was born at Albany, N. Y., the 
son of Edward Allen Durant, who was born at Rens- 
selaerville, Albany County, in 1806. His grandfather 
was Dr. Allen Durant, who was born at Boston in 
1754 and who served as surgeon at the battle of Lex- 
ington and throughout the War of the Revolution, and 
who also took part in the battle of Saratoga. At the 
close of the war he settled in Albany County. The 
subject of this sketch attended a private school at 
Williamstown, Mass., under the tutelage of Prof. W. 
H. Griffin, of Williams College, and later the Sedgwick 
Institute at Great Barrington, Mass. At fifteen he

1872 he embarked in the grain business in which the 
family had been engaged in Albany from 1797.

Co. of 
Rochester and Hamilton, and Lemmon, Arnold & Co., 
of Allegheny, Pa., in 1890, formed the National 
Casket Co. Mr. Maxwell retained management of the 
Oneida branch of the latter concern until January, 
1908, when he resigned and retired from the casket 
business. In 1887 he promoted the Oneida Savings, 
Building and Loan Association, of which he was pres- 
ident for seven years. In 1900 he promoted the Oneida 
Steel Pulley Co., and was president the first year. He 
is the inventor of many devices used in the casket 
trade, and in 1906 he perfected and began the manu- 
facture of the Maxwell Steel Burial Vault. He is an 
enthusiastic sportsman, and one of the pioneer auto- 
mobile owners of Central New York. He has never 
sought political honors. He is a liberal supporter of 
churches, charities, and all movements for the public 
good.

AMBROSE S. BEVERLY 



Lawyer, was born at Hudson, N. Y., May 16, 1816, 
a son of Cornelius Miller, a prominent member of the 
Columbia County bar and a law partner of President 
Van Buren. He attended the Hudson Academy, and 
when sixteen years of age commenced the study of law 
in the office of Campbell Bushnell. At the age of 
twenty-one he was admitted to the bar and began the 
practice of his profession at Hudson. In 1843 he was 
appointed District Attorney of Columbia County and 
was reappointed in 1846. Judge Miller was a Demo- 
crat in politics and in i860 was a delegate to the national 
convention at Charleston, the northern members of 
which adjourned to Baltimore and nominated Stephen 
A. Douglas for president. In 1863 he was elected 
Justice of the Supreme Court for the Third Judicial 
District, and upon the expiration of his term in 1869 
was re-elected without opposition. In 1870 he was 
appointed, by Governor Hoffman, Presiding Justice of 
the General Term of the 1 hird Department, and in the 
fall of 1874 was elected an Associate Judge of the Court 
of Appeals. On December 31, 1886, he retired from the 
bench, having reached the age limit fixed by the Con- 
stitution. He married Alice E. Farrell, daughter of 
Peyton N. Farrell, of Greenport, N. Y. Judge Miller 
died August 18, 1895. 



For many years identified with the industrial life 
of Lockport, was born at Syracuse, X. Y., August 23, 
1826, the youngest son of Captain Charles S. and 
Prudence (Lamed) Beverly. He learned the trade of 
tinner at Lockport, where he removed in 1847, and in 
1854 purchased a large tinware store. He soon extended 
his business so as to include a full hardware line, and 
erected a three-story business building at Market and 
Exchange Streets. This business he conducted with 
success until 1888. In 1879 he became a member of the 
Niagara White Grape Company, of which he was presi- 
dent. He was also a stockholder and treasurer of the 
Lockport Pulp Company, and president and treasurer 
of the Lockport Hydraulic Company at the time of his 
death. He was president and treasurer of the Franklin 
Mills Company, treasurer of the Lockport Felt Com- 
pany and was president cf the Boston and Lockport 
Block Company, and interested in several other business 
enterprises. He was Mayor of Lockport in 1881-1882. 
and was later president of the Board of Police Com- 
missioners. During the War of the Rebellion he was 
one of a committee appointed to raise forces and funds 
for the suppression of the Confederacy. He was a 
member of Grace Episcopal Church of Lockport. On 
October 19, 187 1, he married Adelaide Currier, daughter 
of the late Nathan P. Currier, a prominent business 
man of Lockport. Mr. Beverly died June 24, 1896. 



J. PHILIP B. PENDLETON 

Clergyman, was born in Brooklyn, N. Y., Decem- 
ber 18, 1855. He was graduated from Rutgers College 
in 1876 and from the General Theological Seminary, 
New York City, in 1877, receiving the degree of S. T. B. 
from the latter institution in 1880. In 1896 Union Col- 
lege conferred upon him the degree of Doctor of 
Divinity. He was ordained a deacon by Bishop Scar- 
borough in Trinity Church, Trenton, N. J., in 1877, and 
a priest by Bishop Howe in Christ Cathedral, Reading 
Pa., in 1879. From 1877 to 1879 he was assistant min- 
ister at the Church of the Epiphany, Washington, D. C, 
and from 1879 to 1885 was rector of St. Luke's Church, 
at Scranton, Pa. In 1885 Dr. Pendleton became the 
rector of St. George's Episcopal Church at Schenec- 
tady, N. Y., and there remained until his death. He 
was the author of several miscellaneous writings, 
including " The Church and the Ministry the Resultant 
of the Incarnation," '* The Early History of the 
Church in the Mohawk Valley " and " The Vicissitudes 
of the Civil Service." He was secretary of the stand- 
ing committee of the diocese of Albany, a deputy to 
the federal council, provisional deputy to the general 
convention and president of the Schenectady Hospital 
Assoc'ation and chairman of its executive committee.

NORMAN WORTH RANSOM 

Live stock commission broker, was born in the town 
of Fenner, Madison County, N. Y., January 7, 1847, 
son of Rufus S. and Pol!y Ann (Hamlin) Ransom. At 
the age of seventeen years he enlisted as a private in 
Company C, I32d Illinois Volunteers, May 17, 1864. Be- 
cause of illness, he was furloughed on October seven- 
teenth of the same year and discharged upon the ex- 
piration of his term of service. He was employed as a 
school teacher, prospector and in various other occu- 
pations until 1877. when he engaged in the live stock 
business at Buffalo as a member of the firm of Stacy 
& Ransom, later Stacy, Ransom & McDowell, and still 
later Ransom & McDowell. In 1892 the firm name was 
again changed to Ransom, Mansfield & Company. Mr. 
Ransom was for four terms president of the East Buf- 
falo Live Stock~ Association. He was vice-president of 
the East Buffalo Live Stock Exchange Building, of the 
Advance Supply Company, and of the New York Cas- 
ualty Company. He was prominent in Masonry, being 
a member of De Molay Lodge No. 498, F. and A. M. ;

Former Mayor of Auburn, and proprietor of the 
Wadsworth Scythe Works, was born at Auburn, N. Y., 
April 25, 1852, son of David Wadsworth, scythe manu- 
facturer, and Phoebe E. (Partlow) Wadsworth. He 
was educated in the Auburn public schools and at 
Aurora Academy, at Aurora, being graduated from the 
latter in 1869. After leaving school he began his 
business career in the scythe works established by his 
grandfather many years before (1813), and in 1876 he 
became a partner with his father in the business under 
the firm name of David Wadsworth & Son. Since his 
father's death, March 11, 1905. Mr. Wadsworth has 
conducted the business alone. For many years Mr. 
Wadsworth has taken a deep interest and an active 
part in public affairs. In 1884 he was elected a mem- 
ber of the Auburn Board of Aldermen, and served 
until 1886.

Former president of the Union Knitting Company 
of Hudson, N. Y., was born in that city January 11, 
1857.

MICHAEL X. NOLAN 

Former Mayor of Albany, X. Y.. and former United 
States Congressman, was born in Ireland in 1833, and 
came to this country when a boy. He studied law at 
Albany for a time, and while still a youth went to Cali- 
fornia with the gold seekers, where he became the first 
general superintendent of the San Francisco & San Jot>e 
Railroad, the first link of the great Southern Pacific 
Railway system. Returning to Albany he became con- 
nected with John McKnight, a brewer of that city, and 
was later associated with James Quinn in the same line 
of business. Upon the death of Mr. Quinn, Mr. Nolan 
and Terence J. Quinn formed a partnership in 1866, the 
firm subsequently being converted into a corporation 
known as the Quinn & Xolan Ale Brewing Company. 
Later the Quinn & Xolan Beverwyck Brewing Company 
was formed, with Mr. Xolan as president, a position he 
continued to fill until the time of his death. He was 
for five years a F"ire Commissioner of Albany, was 
elected Mayor in 1878 and re-elected in 1880. and in 
1881 he was elected to Congress. He had a summer 
home at Saratoga Springs and did much for the de- 
velopment of racing there. He was a director of the 
Xational Savings Bank, of Albany, and a charter mem- 
ber of the Fort Orange Club. He married Miss Ann E. 
Quinn, daughter of the late James Quinn, of Albany. 
Their children were one son. Frank J. Xolan, and four 
daughters. Mr. Xolan died May 31, 1905.

Veterinary surgeon, was born at Utica, N. Y., 
August 24, 1861, son of John H. and Mary (Lowe) 
Hollingworth. He was graduated from the American 
Veterinary College in 1884, and has since carried on 
the practice of his profession at Utica. In 1898 he was 
appointed by the Massachusetts Board of Cattle Com- 
missioners to inspect cattle shipped into that State. 
Dr. Hollingworth is an experienced writer on subjects 
pertaining to his profession, especially in relation to 
meat and milk inspection. On October 1, 1908, he was 
appointed veterinarian of the city of Utica. He was 
the founder, and for two years was president, of the 
Oneida County Veterinary Medical Society; is a char- 
ter member of the New York State Veterinary Medical 
Society, is its president and chairman of its legis- 
lative committee.

WILLIAM SEWARD VAN BROCKLIN 

Knit goods manufacturer, was born in the town 
of Amsterdam, Montgomery County, N. Y., December 
5, 1839. He attended the district schools and when 
twelve years of age went to work in a store in New 
York City, and in 1855 went to West Troy. For nine 
years he was in the employ of Marsh & Dauchy, lumber 
dealers, at Troy, and in 1864 removed to Amsterdam 
where, with his father, they became contractors in wood 
to the New York Central Railroad. In 1869 he com- 
menced the manufacture of knit goods at Amsterdam 
and was later in the same business at Phoenix, Otsego 
County, and at Catskill, Greene County. While at Cats- 
kill Mr. Van Brocklin was president of the village and 
was a director of the Catskill National Bank, of the 
Catskill Building and Loan Association, and Catskill 
Water Board Commission. In 1895 he formed a part- 
nership with Martin L. Stover, of Amsterdam, for the 
manufacture of knit goods, and in November, 1898. the 
Van Brocklin & Stover Company of Amsterdam was 
incorporated. Of this company Mr. Van Brocklin was 
president and his son, Frank Van Brocklin, vice-presi- 
dent. Mr. Van Brocklin was a director of the First 
National Bank of Amsterdam, of the Johnstown Knit- 
ting Mill Company, of Johnstown, N. Y., and the 
Amsterdam Fire Insurance Company of Montgomery 
County, N. Y. He was a trustee of the First M. E. 
Church. He married Miss Margaret Kline May 10, 
1862.

CARR1NGTON MACFARLANE 



Horticulturist, was born in Windham, Greene 
County, X. Y., August 24, 1826, son of Wheelock and 
Huldah Udell, and a grandson of William Udell, a 
soldier of the Revolution ; and was reared on a farm 
near Brockport, whither his parents removed in 1828. 
When a young man he and his brother, George W. 
Udell, became associated with a Mr. Boardman in the 
nursery business, which they conducted for several 
years. During this time they planted large orchards 
on their farms, and when the planting was concluded, 
Foster Udell severed his connection with the nursery 
business in order to devote his entire attention to apple 
growing, eventually becoming known as the 44 Apple 
King of New York State." Mr. Udell was a life mem- 
ber of the American Pomological Society, was for fifty- 
two years a member of the Western New York Horti- 
cultural Society, was a member of the New York State 
Fruit Growers Association and of Brockport Grange. 
He was one of the oldest members of the Brockport 
Baptist Church, with which he united in 1842, and of 
which he served as trustee and deacon. In politics. Mr. 
Udell was a Republican from the organization of the 
party. On March 21, 1866, he married Mary Louise, 
daughter of Lewis and Sarah (Warren) Ingalls. They 
had two sons, Lewis Wheelock Udell, president of the 
village of Brockport, and William Foster Udell: and 
one daughter, Jessie Louise Udell, deceased. Mr. Udell 
died May 1, 1909. 



Physician and surgeon, retired, was born at Kings- 
ton, Ontario December 7, 1836, son of James Mac- 
farlane, editor and proprietor of the Kingston 
" Gazette," and Isura (Carrington) Macfarlane. In 
1854 he entered Hamilton College, and was graduated 
in 1858 with the degree of A. B., receiving that of 
A. M. in 1862. He was graduated from Columbia 
University in 1862 with the degree of M. D. At the 
beginning of the Civil War he enlisted in the 24th 
Regiment, X. Y. Volunteers, and after a brief service 
was appointed assistant surgeon of the 81st New York 
Volunteers. In 1863 he was made surgeon of the 
115th New York Volunteers, and served as such until 
the close of the war. From 1866 to 1888 he was 
engaged in the active practice of his profession at 
Oswego. Dr. Macfarlane was the founder of the 
Standard Yarn Mills, which business was subsequently 
incorporated, and of which he was vice-president for 
many yearns. He is president of the Oswego County 
Historical Society and of the Rural Cemetery, is a 
director of the Oswego Library, consulting physician 
of the Oswego Hospital, and a member of the Loyal 
Legion, the Central New York Medical Association, 
the Oswego County Medical Society and the Fort- 
nightly Club. On June 17, 1873, he married Louise B.. 
daughter of William H. Wheeler, mill proprietor and 
grain commission merchant, Oswego. Dr. Macfar- 
lane's home, near Oswego, is known as " Hazlewood." 



JOHN CLUTE 

Manufacturer and banker, was born in the town 
of Charlestown. Montgomery County, N. Y., August 10, 
1830. He attended the district school at Easton, Wash- 
ington County, after which he learned the trade of 
machinist at the Gage Machine Works, Waterford. In 
1863 he formed a partnership with the late George 
Campbell, former member of Assembly and Republican 
State Committeeman, under the name of Campbell & 
Clute, which continued until the death of Mr. Campbell, 
September 23, 1500, when the Campbell & Clute 
Machine Company was incorporated, with Mr. Cute 
as president and treasurer. Mr. Clute was one of the 
organizers of the Cohoes City Hospital. He served as 
president of the Public Improvement Commission of 
Cohoes and as a member of the Cohoes Water Board 
and as a Fire Commissioner, and was at one time 
president of the Mechanics' Savings Bank. He was 
president of the Manufacturers' Bank, of Cohoes, and 
a director of the Home Telephone Company and of the 
United Traction Company. On December 23, 1852, he 
married Adaline Winne, who died January 18, 1866. 
On June 1, 1868. he married Cordelia M. Brewster, of 
Waterford. She died May 7, 1870. There are two 
daughters, Mrs. George H. McDowell and Mrs. Harvey 
S. Greene. Mr. Clute died October 29, 1906. 



EDMUND FITZGERALD 

Former Mayor of Troy, was born in Ireland in 
1847, and with his parents removed to this country 
when about seven years of age, settling at North 
Adams, Mass., where he attended the public schools 
and the North Adams Academy. In 1861 he removed 
to Troy, N. Y., and in 1866 entered the brewing Dust- 
iness at Troy with his brothers, Michael and John, as 
partners, the business being conducted under the name 
of Fitzgerald Brothers. Michael retired from the firm 
in 1870, and Edmund and his brother John continued 
the business until the death of the latter, which oc- 
curred in 1885, when Edmund purchased John's inter- 
est from the heirs and became proprietor of the large 
brewing establishment on River street. For a time 
Mr. Fitzgerald then carried it on alone. The business 
is now conducted under the name of the Fitzgerald 
Brothers' Brewing Company, of which Mr. Fitzgerald 
is the president and treasurer. For six years he repre- 
sented the Seventh Ward in the Troy Board of Alder- 
men, and from 1876 to 1880 was County Treasurer of 
Rensselaer County. He was elected Mayor of Troy 
in 1882 and was again elected to the office in 1884. 
Politically he has always been one of the influential 
members of the Democratic party in this portion of 
the State.

JAMES E. DUFFY 



Newspaperman, was horn on the hanks of the 
Hudson, just helow Albany. September i. 183*). His 
education was received in a private school and at St. 
Charles College. Baltimore. Md. When a mere boy 
he began his noted newspaper career with the "Albany 
Knickerbocker." After two years he became connected 
with the " Country Gentleman." and remained there 
until 1869. During the Civil War he edited the tele- 
graphic matter from the front for the Albany dailies 
in addition to his other duties. In 1870 he became city 
editor of " The Argus," but the following year resigned 
to found the " Sunday Press." In 1877 he founded the 
" Daily Press " and during the same year purchased the 
*' Knickerbocker " and consolidated it with the " Press." 
In 1891 he sold his half-interest in the " Press and 
Knickerbocker " and purchased the *' Evening Union " 
and " The Times." consolidating them into the " Times- 
Union " and making a phenomenal newspaper success. 
Mr. Farrell was a leading spirit in all Catholic and 
financial institutions of Albany. St. John's College, 
Fordham, conferred upon him the degree of A. M. in 
1891. In 1869 Mr. Farrell married Miss Mary V. Gib- 
bons, of Fordham. Mr. Farrell died February 2. 1901. 



Clergyman, was born in Brightstown (now Har- 
monsburg), Crawford County. Pennsylvania. July 20. 
1840. He attended the Butler. Pa.. Academy, and pre- 
pared himself for college at St. Francis' Academy, at 
Loretto, Pa. He entered Mount St. Mary's College, 
Emmitsburg. Md., in 1858. and was graduated there- 
from in i860. He then took up the study of theology 
in the seminary of the same institution, and in 1863 
entered the Sulpician Seminary at Montreal, Can. He 
was ordained to the priesthood for the diocese oi 
Albany September 24. 1864 in St. Patrick's Cathedral, 
New York, by Bishop Bayley, of Newark, who after- 
wards became Archbishop of Baltimore. His first 
appointment was as assistant at St. Mary's Church. 
Albany. In February. 1866. he was made pastor of 
St. John the Baptist Church. Syracuse, which church 
he built. After about ten years labor in Syracuse he 
was appointed, on September 24, 1875, pastor of St. 
John's Church, Greenbush (now the city, of Rensse- 
laer). He was appointed rural dean for the counties 
of Rensselaer, Columbia, Greene, Delaware and Scho- 
harie by the late Bishop McNeirny. In 1904 he was 
appointed a domestic prelate with the title of Rt. Rev. 
Monsignor, by Pope Pius X. Mgr. Duffy's address is 
Herrick Street, Rensselaer, N. Y. 



JOHN DODGE CAPRON 

Banker, was born at Albany, N. Y., October 27, 
1830. He was educated in the public schools and began 
work as a clerk for Ford & Grant, druggists, Albany. 
Four years later he purchased Mr. Grant's interest, and 
in i860 withdrew from the firm to form a partnership 
with Edmund L. Judson in the wholesale flour and 
provision business. The firm of Judson & Capron 
continued until 1887, when Mr. Judson retired and it 
then became Capron & Smith. On Mr. Smith's retire- 
ment the firm was changed to John D. Capron & Co., 
and this latter was dissolved in October, 1895. 
Mr. Capron was one of the founders of the Home Sav- 
ings Bank, Albany, which opened for business May 4, 
1872. He was vice-president of the bank until the death 
of William White, in 1882, when he became its presi- 
dent. The treasurer, Edmund L. Judson, died in 1890, 
and Mr. Capron acted as president and treasurer for 
two years, when he resigned the presidency and has 
since continued to act as treasurer. He was supervisor, 
representing the Sixth Ward, Albany, for one term. 
On January 31, 1861, Mr. Capron married Miss Esther 
J. White, daughter of William White, the first presi- 
dent of the Home Savings Bank. Mr. Capron's address 
is Menands, Albany. 



GEORGE BOWERS WARREN 

Banker, was born at Troy, N. Y., June 9. 1828, a 
son of George Bonton Warren (who was at the time 
of his death, in 1879. president of the Troy Union 
Railroad), and grandson of Esaias Warren, second 
mayor of Troy, who served from 1820 to 1828. George 
Bowers Warren was a student at Union College. In 
1850 he went into business as a wool merchant, and 
was for several years a member of the firm of Herring- 
ton & Warren. In 1885 he became connected with the 
United National Bank, of Troy, as a director, and on 
January 10, ic,05, was elected president of that institu- 
tion. Mr. Warren was also president of the Rensselaer 
and Saratoga Railroad Company, and served one term 
as mayor of Troy, during the exciting period of raising 
troops in 1862-62. He was at one time president of 
the Young Men's Association, and later a trustee of the 
Troy Public Library. He was a member of the Troy 
Club and of St. Paul's Episcopal Church. Mr. Warren 
was a collector of curios, and his collection of minia- 
ture Chinese porcelains is one of the best in the 
country. In 1856 he married Miss Eugenia Phebe 
Tayloc, daughter of Benjamin Ogle Tayloe, of Wash- 
ington, D. C. Mr. Warren died October 8, 1905.

NEWELL EGBERT LANDON 



Manufacturer, was born at New Haven, Vt, March 
20, 1838. He attended the Albany Academy and entered 
Yale College in 1856, but ill-health compelling him to 
abandon his college course, he spent some time with a 
surveying party in Kansas, and in April, 1859, entered 
the employ of Roth & Swain at Bayou Chene, La., as a 
bookkeeper. In 1862 he became a partner in the drug 
business of B. S. Corey & Son at Waukegan, III., and 
later carried it on for a time with his brother George 
as a partner. In 1869 he became a member of the drug 
firm of Cleveland & Snyder at Chicago and one year 
later entered the baking powder business at Peoria, 111. 
In 1871 he sold this business and removing to Albany, 
N. Y., established the Cleveland Brothers' Baking Pow- 
der Company. Ill health requiring Mr. Cleveland to 
retire from business, it was sold to New York parties 
in 1889. Mr. Cleveland was deeply interested in church 
work and was for several years a trustee of the Fourth 
Presbyterian Church of Albany. On June 8, 1884, he 
was ordained an elder of that church, continuing until 
the time of his death. He was a Thirty-second Degree 
Mason. On December 21, 1863, he married Miss 
Gertrude H. Van Vranken, of Niskayuna. They had 
six children, four of whom are living, Newcomb, 
Frederick, Jr., Mrs. Fred Sterry and Mrs. Everitt Van 
Wert. Mr. Cleveland died October 2, 1897. 



Physician and surgeon, was born at Newark, 
Wayne County, New York, March 3. 1852, son of Zera 
N. and Sarah (Adams) Landon. He studied medicine 
with Dr. Charles T. Pomeroy at Newark and was grad- 
uated from the College of Physicians and Surgeons, 
New York City, in 1876. He then formed a partnership 
with Dr. Pomeroy, which continued four years. With 
the exception of two years in which he practiced in 
Rochester, his whole life was spent in Newark. Dr. 
Landon served as president of the village of Newark 
for three terms, and was for several years health officer. 
He was also attending and consulting surgeon of the 
State Custodial Asylum for Feeble Minded Women at 
Newark, and division surgeon of the West Shore, New 
York Central and Northern Central Railroads for twenty 
years. He was a member of the American Medical So- 
ciety, National Association of Railway Surgeons, the 
New York State, the Wayne County, and the Central 
New York Medical Societies, and was medical exam- 
iner for the New York Life, the New York Mutual, the 
Northwestern Mutual and other prominent insurance 
concerns. He was prominent as a Mason. In January, 
1880, he married Miss Mary Eaton, who died in De- 
cember, 1882.

Manufacturer, was born at Albany, July 25, 1833. 
He engaged in the manufacture of soda water at Troy 
in 1850 and continued the business for over thirty years. 
He was elected vice-president of the Troy City Railway 
June 10, 1876. and on June 14, 1887, was made its presi- 
dent, continuing as such until it was merged into the 
United Traction Company. He became vice-president 
of the Troy City National Bank April 21, 1875, and 
served for twenty-seven years, at which time the bank 
was purchased by the Security Trust Company of Troy. 
He is a director and one of the executive committee of 
this company. He is a director and member of the 
executive committee of the United Traction Company, 
the Troy and Cohoes, the Lansingburg and Cohoes, and 
the Waterford and Cohoes railroads, also of the Troy 
and New England Railroad. Mr. Cleminshaw is a mem- 
ber and one of the organizers of the H. C Curtis Com- 
pany, manufacturers of collars and cuffs, of which he is 
now president. He is a director of the Security Safe 
Deposit Company, the Sand Lake Land Company and 
the Marshall Infirmary, vestryman of Christ Episcopal 
Church, member of Apollo Lodge, F. and A. M., and of 
the Troy and the Ionic Clubs, of Troy.

EPENETUS TITUS 

Business man, was born in the town of New Balti- 
more, Greene County, N. Y., April 15, 1815, a son of 
Robert and Amy (Gay) Titus. He received his educa- 
tion in the district schools of his native town, and in 
1832 he removed with his parents to a farm near 
Athens, where for a time he assisted in the routine 
work of the farm. As the farm contained deposits 
of clay suitable for the making of brick, he later 
engaged in their manufacture and transportation to 
New York City. Captain Titus eventually estab- 
lished a large business in which he was engaged for 
many years, and he became widely known among the 
business men and shipping interests of the Hudson 
river valley. In 1864 this farm was disposed of 
to the White Elephant Railroad, owned by Daniel 
Drew, and Mr. Titus retired from active business life. 
On February 6, 1840, he married Catherine Miller. 
Mrs. Titus died January 22, 1894. They had two sons 
and three daughters, George Edward, Mary A., Emily, 
Elizabeth and Charles. Of these. George Edward, 
Elizabeth and Charles are deceased. Mary A., wife 
of Ira C. Whiting, resides with her son George at Oak 
Park, a suburb of Chicago, another son being a resident 
of the latter place. Emily was married on May 29, 1873, 
to George G. Seymour, of Albany, who died December 
28, 1897. Captain Titus died January 8, 1903. 
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OX THE GRAND STAIRCASE — STATE CAPITOL. 



This beautiful example of architectural skill occupies the centre 
of the western portion of the Capitol. It consists of a double 
stairway of red Corsehill sandstone, and occupies a space of seventy- 
six feet io ] / 2 inches, north and south, by sixty-nine feet 10^ inches, 
east and west. The height from the floor of the first story to the 
cornice is 105 feet; from the cornice to the summit of the glazed 
dome, fourteen feet; a total of 119 feet. The work of erecting 
the staircase was commenced March 22, 1884, the actual time ex- 
pended in the work being five and one-half years. From the 
corridors at the east and west of the staircase, broad central runs 
of steps ascend to central platforms, about one-third the height of 
each story. From these platforms short runs of steps rise at right 
angles to platforms along the walls, from which are four runs of 
steps, two on each side, to the corridors above. By this plan four 
large wells are formed to which light is admitted through the 
glazed dome and by windows in the side walls. 
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GEORGE ADDINGTON 

County Judge of Albany County, was born at 
Albany, N. Y., April 24, i860. His father, Joseph 
Addington, served in the War of the Rebellion with the 
Seventh New York Heavy Artillery and died in 1871 
as a result of a wound received in the Battle of Cold 
Harbor. George Addington was graduated from the 
Albany High School in 1878. He studied law in the 
offices of Mead & Hatt and Hale & Bulkeley, and after 
his admission to the bar, in 1881, was managing clerk 
for the latter firm. He began active practice in 1885. 
In the spring of 1894 he was elected a Justice of the 
City Court for a term of three years, and in the spring 
of 1897 was re-elected for a further term of six years. 
In 1901 he was elected District Attorney of Albany 
County, and was re-elected in 1904.

GEORGE WASHINGTON ALDRIDGE 

Former State Railroad Commissioner, was born 
at Michigan City, Ind., December 28, 1856. He at- 
tended the Rochester public schools and the Carey 
Collegiate Seminary at Oakfield, N. Y. He then en- 
tered the contracting and building business of his 
father at Rochester and later conducted the business 
alone. He was chairman of the executive board of 
Rochester from 1884 to 1894, when he was elected 
Mayor of that city. In January, 1895, he became State 
Superintendent of Public Works and served two terms, 
having been appointed by Govs. Morton and Black, 
bringing to completion the State Capitol, which had 
been in the course of construction for thirty years. 
He was appointed a State Railroad Commissioner in 
June, 1905, and served as such until that commission 
was succeeded by the present Public Service Commis- 
sions. Mr. Aldridge has been a member of the Re- 
publican State Committee since 1887 and is the oldest 
member in continuous service on that committee. He 
is president of the Oak Hill Country Club and a mem- 
ber of the Rochester, the Genesee Valley, the Roch- 
ester Whist, and the Masonic Clubs, of Rochester; 
the Albany Club, of Albany; and the Republican, the 
Lawyers, the Lotus and the Transportation Clubs, of 
New York.

EDWARD MURPHY, Jr. 

Formerly United States Senator, was born at Troy, 
N. Y., December 15,1834. He attended private schools 
at Troy, Montreal College, and completed his educa- 
tion at St. John's College. Fordham. Returning to Troy 
he assisted his father, Edward Murphy, Sr., in his 
brewery business and later conducted it alone. He sub- 
sequently formed a partnership with William Kennedy, 
the business now being conducted under the name of 
the Kennedy & Murphy Brewing and Malting Company. 
Mr. Murphy retired from the company in 1904. When 
twenty-one years of age he was elected to the Demo- 
cratic State Convention and has been a delegate to 
nearly every convention of the Democratic party since 
that time. He was a delegate to the Democratic 
National Convention of 1884 and a delegate at large 
to the Democratic National Conventions of 1892, 1896, 
1900, 1904, being chairman of the New York State dele- 
gation in 1896 and 1904. In 1864 he was elected to the 
Troy common council. In 1874 ne became fire com- 
missioner and in 1875 was elected Mayor of Troy, serv- 
ing for four terms. In 1887 he was elected chairman 
of the Democratic State Committee and served as such 
until 1894. On January 17, 1893, he was elected a 
United States Senator from New York to succeed the 
Hon. Frank Hiscock. Mr. Murphy is president of the 
Troy Gas Company and vice-president of the Manu- 
facturers' National Bank of Troy. Early in life he 
married Miss Julia, daughter of Michael Delehanty, of 
Albany.

THOMAS MARKLEY TREGO 

Physician and surgeon, was born in the city of 
New York, August 31, 1847. His father, James Trego, 
was born in Pennsylvania, January 1, 1815, and was 
descended from Peter Trego, who was born in France 
in 1655, and came to this country with William Penn. 
His mother was Maria Houghtailing, a direct descend- 
ant of Colonel Anthony Van Bergen, of Revolutionary 
fame, and also of Commander Gerritsen, whose splen- 
did victory over the Spaniards in Holland is historic. 
Young Trego received his preliminary education in 
schools in New Baltimore and the Brooklyn Boys' 
Academy, after which he attended the grammar school 
connected with Rutgers College, graduating from Rut- 
gers with honors in 1870. He studied medicine in the 
office of Dr. S. Oakley Van Der Poel and with Drs. 
Thomas and Edward R. Hun of Albany, and Dr. 
Thomas M. Markoe of New York. He was graduated 
from the College of Physicians and Surgeons in New 
York City in 1874. Immediately after graduation he 
was appointed resident physician and surgeon at St. 
Peter's Hospital, Albany. He was appointed district 
physician for the city of Albany in 1878 and coroner's 
physician in Albany County in 1887. He is attending 
physician at St. Margaret's Hospital, the Child's Hos- 
pital, and the Home for Aged Men, and consulting 
physician at the Albany Orphan- Asylum. In 1881 he 
married Jessie, daughter of the late George W. Car- 
penter, of Albany. Dr. Trego's address is 33 Clinton 
Avenue, Albany. 
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Former United States Congressman and for 
seventeen years Justice of the New York State Su- 
preme Court, was born at Ottawa, Ontario, Canada, 
June 29, 1835. In 1862 he helped to organize and was 
appointed captain of Company G, 108th N. Y. Volun- 
teers, with which regiment he served until 1863, when 
he received his honorable discharge owing to severe 
illness. In 1863 he was admitted to the bar, and at 
once began practice at Rochester. He was District 
Attorney of Monroe County, 1868 to 1871, was ap- 
pointed Collector of Customs for the Port of Genesee 
by President Grant in 1872, was subsequently elected 
to Congress, and in 1888 was elected a Justice of the 
Supreme Court, Seventh Judicial District. He was re- 
elected in 1902, and, having reached the age limit, 
retired from the bench in 1905. Judge Davy was a 
member and for one term vice-president of the New 
York State Bar Association, was attorney for the 
Rochester East Side Savings Bank, and Rochester at- 
torney for several railroads and corporations. He was 
a member and elder in the Central Presbyterian 
Church, was a Mason, and a member of the Military 
Order of the Loyal Legion; Powers Post, G. A. R. ; 
and of the Genesee Valley Club. On September 22, 
1869, he married Elizabeth S., daughter of James 
Hodges, of Henrietta, Monroe County. There are 
three sons: Cassius C, lawyer; Burton H., banker, 
and James R., lawyer. Judge Davy died April 21, 1909. 



Paper manufacturer, was born in New York City, 
August 30, 1818. He attended private schools in New 
York City and at Rye, this State, and at the age of 
twenty-one worked as a laborer for seventy-five cents a 
day. He afterwards taught school at Greenwich Point, 
town of Hempstead, L. I., and later, for nine years, was 
employed in paper mills at Hempstead by his father 
and Isaac Willets. He then purchased a paper mill at 
Hempstead and conducted it for eight years. He set- 
tled in Troy on June 5, 1858, and bought a large prop- 
erty and water power on Wynantskill, east of the city, 
where he resided until his death. He had two paper 
mills on Wynantskill, now conducted by his son, Robert 
T. Smart, Jr. At one time he sold the mill property 
under a heavy lien and entered the plumbing business 
at Troy, but after five years took the mill property back 
and continued their operation. Mr. Smart has made 
many important inventions in connection with the 
manufacture of paper. He was at one time a member 
of the Odd Fellows and of the Sons of Temperance. 
On April 25, 1840, Mr. Smart married Miss Eliza Jane 
Pine, of Hempstead, L. I. They had four boys, three 
of whom are now living. Mr. Smart died October 
29, 1907. ' 



HIRAM H. EDGERTON 

Mayor of Rochester, was born at Belfast, Allegany 
County, N. Y., April 19, 1847, son of Ralph H. and 
Octavia C. Edgerton. Having attended the public 
schools and High School at Rochester, he entered the 
employ of his father, a prominent Rochester lumber 
dealer, and after his father's death in 1867, carried 
on the business for a number of years. In 1880 he 
disposed of the lumber business and engaged in con- 
tracting and building. Mr. Edgerton has had con- 
tracts for building fifteen churches, several libraries 
hundreds of residences, among them being some of 
the finest in the city, and many of Rochester's most 
costly commercial structures. In politics a Republican, 
he has taken a prominent part in the political activity 
of Rochester. He was a member of the Board of 
Education from 1872 to 1876, and for two years was 
president of the board. He was president of the com- 
mission in charge of the construction of the one 
million dollar East Side trunk sewer. In 1900 he be- 
came president of the Common Council, a position he 
held for eight years. He was elected Mayor of 
Rochester in 1907, and re-elected in 1909. He is a 
member of Frank R. Lawrence Lodge, F. and A. M.; 
Hamilton Chapter, R. A. M. and Monroe Com- 
mandery, K. T. He married Medora DeWitt, of 
Henrietta. N. Y., in 1868, and has two children, both 
girls. Mayor Edgerton resides at 30 South Goodman 
Street, Rochester. 



WILLIAM MINOTT WHITNEY 

Dry goods merchant, was born in Boston, Mass., 
January 12, 1827, and was a grandson of General Josiah 
Whitney, one of the members of the '* Boston Tea 
Party." While still young he removed to New York 
City, where he received his education. The store 
on North Pearl street, Albany, in which Mr. Whitney 
spent the greater part of his life, was opened in 1859 
by Ubsdell & Pierson, Mr. Whitney being the New 
York resident buyer for the firm. In 1862 James T. 
Lenox purchased the business and Mr. Whitney con- 
tinued to represent the new management. In 1865 he 
formed a partnership with the late John G. Myers for 
the purchase of the Lenox store. Mr. Myers retired 
from the business in 1870 and Mr. Whitney carried it 
on alone until 1877, when he admitted W. H. Pangburn 
and S. M. Van Santvoord as partners. In 1889 this 
firm dissolved and Mr. Whitney continued the business 
with his son, W. M. Whitney, Jr., as a partner. On 
the death of the latter another son, Charles L. A. 
Whitney, was admitted to the firm. Mr. Whitney was 
a Mason, a member of the Universalist Church and of 
the Albany Club, and a charter member of the Fort 
Orange Club. He was a director of the First National 
Bank. He was a member of the committee which 
arranged for the Albany Bi-Ccntennial celebration. 
He married Miss Amelia Cook, of New York. Mr. 
Whitney died May 10, 1905. 
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THOMAS C. MEADOWS 

General nnnager of the Buffalo Fertilizer Com- 
pany, was born at Athens, Alabama, May i, 1871, son 
of R. B. and Elizabeth (Lindsay) Meadows. He was 
graduated from Vanderbilt University, Nashville, Tenn., 
in 1894 with the degree of C. E. In July of the same 
year he entered the service of the Southwestern Phos- 
phate Company as a civil engineer, continuing until 
1896, when he organized the firm of T. C. Meadows & 
Company, which was later disposed of to the Central 
Phosphate Company. He then organized the Southern 
Phosphate Company, at Columbus, Ohio, but disposed 
of his interest two years later in order to become 
manager for the Jarecki Chemical Company, and con- 
structed this concern's plant at Cincinnati, Ohio. He 
resigned in 1903 to organize the Buffalo Fertilizer 
Company, of which he has since been the general 
manager. Mr. Meadows is a director of the Union 
Stock Yards Company and of the Pennsylvania Fer- 
tilizer Company, both of Buffalo, and of the Independ- 
ent Phosphate Company, of Columbia.
